PROMISES NOT TO SIGN, THE FOUR- 
CENT FARE ORDINANCE,

Street Car Employes Eager to Force 
the Aldermen to Reconsider and 
Kill the Gallagher Measure on Mon- 
Gay Night—It They Fall It Will Be- 
come a Law Without Swift's Ap- 
proval — Yerkes States the Com- 
panies’ Side of the Controversy. 


Mayor Swift flatly refused yesterday to 
agree to veto the four-cent fare ordinance at 
the solicitation of a committee of 140 men 
who waited on him at his home, represent- 
ing that they were delegated by the con- 
ductors and gripmen and motormen of the 
various street car systems in the city. 

Upon being assured by the Mayor that he 
would give the ordinance his signature, the 
spokesmen then asked if he would not with- 
hold it until after the meeting of the Coun- 
cil on Monday night. They said, even if no 
ya were presented to the Council, they be- 
lieved’ their friends among the Aldermen 
could secure a reconsideration of the meas- 
vre. Mayor Swift agreed to let his oppor- 
tunity for a veto pass, as the ordinance will 
have become a law by the following meeting 
without a signature. 

It was asked by the committee that Mayor 
Swift would not use his personal influence in 
any way to defeat reconsideration. He 
readily set the street car men at ease on that 
matter by saying it was not the place of the 
city’s executive to lobby for or against any 
legislation, and that he would be content to 
keep hands off.

IMPRISONED IN A BUSINESS BLOCK. 


John K. Yarnell and F.. H. Samuels, 
Locked In by a Janitor, Are Let Out 
by a Policeman This Morning. 


After being imprisoned for five hours in 
the building in whieh their offices are lo- 
cated, Nos. 157-163 La Salle street, John K. 
Yarnell and F. H. Samuels succeeded mm at- 
tracting the attention of the police and were 
rescued at 12:30 o’clock this morning by Po- 
liceman Burlingame of the Central Detail 
Station. 

The men had remained in their offices late 
to arrange their books, and wtre not aware 
the janitor intended to take a night off. The 
man who had the keys to the building left 
early and carefully locked the front doors to 
guard against intrusion from outsiders. 

At 10:30 o’clock Mr. Samuels started to 
leave the building. Finding the elevator 
stopped he walked down from his office on 
the fourth floor. He saw a car passing and 
made a lunge at the door expecting to catch 
the cable train and go home. He was sur- 
prised to find the door locked. He attempt- 
ed to find the janitor, but was unsuccessful. 
He was joined a moment later by Mr. Yar- 
nell, who had been working in the offices of 
the Chicago Graham company. * 

The two men tried to force the door open, 
After trying the 
door several times they decided to telephone 
to the Pinkerton Detective Agency. They 
secured no aid from this quarter, and were 
about to believe they were doomed to re- 
main in the building all night when Police- 
man Burlingame happened along. 

A message already had been sent to Cen- 
tral Station without result, and the two men 
who had been imprisoned grasped eagerly 
at their last chance for liberty. The com- 
bined efforts of the two men on the inside 
and the policeman on the outside forced the 
lock and the prisoners were given their lib-

The friends of the ordinance do not con- 
cede Doerr and Probst. They maintain that 
they will have an overwhelming majotity 
against reconsideration. 

At noon a big secret meeting of the street 
car men was held in a lodge hall adjcining 
Hooley’s Theater. The agreement of Mayor 
Swift to “ keep hands off’ until after the 
next meeting of the Council was reported by 
the committee, and was the occasion of much 
enthusiasm. The 300 street car employés 
in the meeting planned a systematic lobby 
among the Aldermen. It is said a permanent 
organization was decided as best. 

The Aldermen were parceled off into dif- 
ferent groups and committees of from four 
to ten were assigned to ‘‘ go after” them. 


Gallagher Keeps Up His Fight. 


Ald. Gallagher, father of the four-cent fare 
ordinance, spent the entire day in marshal- 
ing his forces in the attempt to defeat the 
work of the delegations. He himself was 
assailed by all kinds of committees, which at- 
tempted to sidetrack him, but the Alderman 
remained firm in his intention to push the 
ordinance through to victory. He declared 
in the evening he thought the ordinance was 
still safe, though a strong fight was being 
made against it. 

One of the most striking developments of 
the situation during the day was a protest 
which Charles T. Yerkes dictated for the 
benefit of Mayor Swift just before he took 
a train for New York. The document cries 
out against the “ prohibitive reduction ” in 
street car charges as a piece of bad faith on 
the part of the city, and declares it is repudia- 
tion and dishonest. 

The communication was sent over to Mayor 
Swift’s house about dark, and was given 
an immediate reading, although his Honor 
was staying at home purposely to avoid the 
day’s municipal business. 

Mr. Swift said the Yerkes letter was a 
strong presentation of the case from a street 
car standpoint, but he reaffirmed his de- 

eision not to veto the ordinance. 

Yerkes’ Plea for the Penny. 

Mr. Yerkes’ letter was as follows: 

* “ Chicago, Dec. 19, 1896.—The Hon. George 
B. Swift, Mayor of the City of Chicago.— 
Dear Sir: In writing you this communica- 
tidn it is not with the Intention of dictating 
to you your policy or course of &action, but I 
consider it in the line of my duty to entera 
protest against the ordinance passed by the 
City .Council of the City of Chicago last 
Monday night in regard to the reduction of 
fares on street cars, and to call your atten- 
tion to certain facts which, In the apparent 
desire in certain quarters to treat the streetg 
railways of this city in an unfair manner, 
you may perhaps overlook. 

‘* Ever since the street railway system has 
been in existence it has been the law that 
the City Council should pass an ordinance 
giving a corporation the right to lay tracks 
and run cars on certain streets, at the same 
time providing, among other things, the 
gate of fare that could be charged. The 
duration of this contract was fixed at twenty 
years, and naturally the parties owning the 
corporation would at once calculate on the 
chances of profit which might tnure to them 
during that time. 

Investments in Good Faith. 


“On the expected good faith of the city 
capital was invested in these railroads, and 
at one time a new contract was made be- 
tween the city and the corporations then 
existing providing that for certain considera- 
tions the companies should have an exten- 
sion of twenty years. Since that there have 
been many other ordinances passed: the 
whole system of street railways has been 
charged from horse cars to the cable, and 
later to electricity, and today Chicago has 
without doubt the finest system of street 
railways in the world, and a rate of fare, for 
the distance carried, less than in any other 
city.

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MISSOURI PENITENTIARY BURNING. 


Fire Breaks Out Early This Morning 
and the Whole Building Is 
Impertiied. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—At 
midnight fire broke out in the State clothing 
department in cell building No. 2 of the 
State penitentiary here, and at this writing, 
1:30 o’clock, continues to spread. 

The fire originated, it is supposed, by one 
of the convicts placing some shavings ina 
box and dropping a lighted match therein 
just as he was marching out to supper. It 
smoldered until midnight, and then the blaze 
started. The penitentiary contains 2,500 
prisoners, and the convicts, locked in their 
cells, acted like madmen when the fire alarm 
was sounded. i 
. The city fire department responded 
promptly, but with the aid of the prison 
department seemed unable to control the 
fire. At 1:30 o’clock, this Sunday morning, 
fifteen trusties were released for the purpese 
of aiding in subduing the fames. The pris- 
oners in the cell building, wherever the fire 
broke out, were removed to cell buliding 
No. 1, and in the transfer two of them es- 
caped. It is believed that the firemen will 
soon have the blaze under control, although 
the Star Clothing company, located next to 
the State clothing department, is now burn- 
ing. 

The firemen at. 1:50 o'clock succeeded in 
getting the flames undér control, while the 
officers pacified the convicts in assuring 
them that all danger Was over.

The Madison players were. first on the field.

Patsy 
O’Dea, their champion drop-kicker, a recent 
acquisition, won plaudits by Kicking a half- 
dozen drop-kick goals from well out towards 
the center of the field, just for practice. He 
is a brother of Andy O'Dea, coach of the Wis- 
consin boat crew, and prior to his coming to 
Madison held the championship of Australia 
for the long distance drop kick. Last night's 
game was his first match in the Rugby game, 
he having played the association game in 

Australia. 

The pale faces had the field to themselves 
for nearly half an hour. When the Indians 
appeared, at 8:10 o'clock, they trotted out in 
fine form, passing the ball on the run, drop- 
ping on the ball, and going through their 
paces generally. They were given a wel- 
come in the form of hearty applause, and 
though they had few partisans in the audi- 
ence through association with their college 
they had a fair share of the sympathy of the 
erowd throughout the game. 

Quick Work the Rule. 

Play began at 8:15 o’clock, and it was after

work was the rule. 

Only once was there any delay on account 
of the game being played indoors. This was 
in the first half, when a high pynt landed the 
ball on top of one of the arched iron girders 
that support the roof of the building. The 
oval literally walked down-stairs on the 
slanting girder until it rested against an up- 
right, and there it remained until a boy in 
the gallery climbed out and droppedit to the 
ground.

Not a Matter for Argument. 


These three Senators, however, who be- 
lieved in giving the widest possible latitude 
to the State Department in attempting to 
settle the Cuban question by slow diph- 
matic methods, joined with the rest of the 
committee in informing the Seeretary of 
State that the Senate would not listen to 
any construction of the Gonstitution which 
cut off from Congress the supreme power of 
making lawe which would bind the Presi- 
dent as much as aag other citizen of the 
country.

JAMES &. SHEPHERD. TAKES HIS LIFE 


Alleged Embezsier of Quincy, IIL, 
Swallows a Dose of Strychnine 
Rather than Be Arrested. 


Lodi, Cal, Dec. 19.—[Special.]—James R. 
Shepherd, who is said to have stolen $800 
from a Quincy, Ill., bank, took poison at 
hig brother's home near here today and 
ended his life to avoidcapture. 

The officers received a warrant for Shep- 
herd’s arrest some days ago and located him 
today. Two Deputy Sheriffs went to his 
brother’s ranch this afternoon, where they 
found young Shepherd working in a field. 
He agreed to accompany them and was 
given permission to change his clothes. 

He came from his room with his grip 
packed and then asked the officers to wait 
a moment more as he had forgotten some- 
thing. He stepped into the bedroom and in 
an instant returned armed with a heavy 
revolver, which he leveled at the officers 
and they threw up their hands at his com- 
mand. Shepherd marched his former cap- 
tors from the house, and as they started 
toward the road two bullets from his pistol 
followed them. Shepherd returned to the 
house and the officers followed at a dis- 
tance, pistol in hand, but their weapons were 
not n The embegzler went to his bed- 
room and took a heavy dose of strychnine, 
and just as his pursuers entered the house 
he exclaimed, ‘‘ Now I will go; I have taken 
poison.” 

He fell in a spasm and was dead in a few 
minutes. Shepherd, who was 22 years old, 
had been in this vicinity ahout two months. 
His brother is highly respected here.

Man with a Remarkable Case of 
Drowsiness Passes Away at Hal- 
ifax, N. 8S. 


Halifax, N. S., Dec. 19.—{Special.]—There 
has just died at ‘Mosehelle, Annapolis Coun- 
ty, a man whose case has long excited the 
interest and baffied the skill of physicians. 

For years John Teller, who was 70 years 
old when he died, has spent his entire win- 
ters in slumber. About the end of August 
he would go to bed as usual and the follow- 
ing morning would not get up, but would 
continue in a calm and peaceful sleep all 
through the winter months and often until 
May or June.

Sixteen People Drink “Speak Easy” 
at Benwood, 0. and Three Lose 
Their Lives. 


Sisterville, W. Va., Dec. 19.—Speak-easy 
whisky did awful work in the Benwood oil 
field, in Monroe County, O., this evening. 
The stuff must have been primarily made to 
sell, but not for drink, judging by the effeots 
which followed its use.

Three minutes before 9 o’clock the Carlisle 
full back, Jonas Metoxen, caught the ball 
and punted. The pigskin was muffed by a 
Wisconsin back and Carlisle still had the 
ball, within twelve ‘yards of the Wisconsin 
line, A-series of line smashes foilowed, the 
Indians lining up for the attack before their 
opponents were ready to resist, and in this 
way the 1 was.soon carried to within two 
yards of the line. Then a mass play was 
Jorined ied as the two teams were engaged 
in the scrimmage the ball was passed back 
in the Carlisle wedge, and one of the backs 
broke out from the mass formation and ran 
across the line for a touchdown, the first 
score jof the game, at 9:02 o’clock. A goal 
was kicked by Capt. Pierce, and the score 
was 6 to 0 in favor of Carlisle. 

The Carlisle Indian Band played “ Hail 
Columbia.” 

Fifteen minutes later Wisconsin made a 
touchdown, the ball being carried across the 
Carlisle line by Peale. Score, 6 to 4. 

This ended the scoring for the first half, 
Capt. Richards missing the goal, which was 
tried from an awkward angle. 


Wisconsin’s Lead Short-Lived. 


‘Wiscongin secured its second touchdown 
early in the second half, the ball being 
kicked across the Carlisle line into the 
crowd at the north end of the field, and 
touched rey by a player, who had been 
put on side by the punter. The score wae 
8 to. 6 in favor of Wisconsin, and the wear- 
ers of cardinal ribbons in the side seats and 
boxes went wild. . 

Their joy was short-lived. Capt. Richards 
missed another difficult goal, and the In- 
dians then began showing the effects of 
their better physical condition and greater 
endurance, They hammered away at the 
Wisconsin Mine and made holes right, left, 
and center for good gains. They were fresh 
and full of ginger, while the Wisconsin men 
were plainly badly winded and were fre- 
quently laid out to get breath. During the 
last tawenty-five minutes of the last half 
they made two touchdowns, a considerable 
share of their gains being made by rushes 
through the line. Capt. Pierce kicked clean 
goals and brought the score of the braves up 
to 18, against the 8 of Wisconsin. 

On the Illinots Central train on the way 
to the city after the game the Indian play- 
ers were the center of an admiring group 
of young women, anxious to gaze at the 
descendants of the natives, who had beaten 
the sons of their fathers’ conquerors at 
their own game. 

When they reached their quarters at the 
Palmer House the Carlisle men lighted ci- 
gars and enjoyed a smoke. They said they 
were going out of training for the season 
and would play-no more games. 


STORY OF THE PROGRESS OF GAME. 


Terrific Rushes of the Indians Wi the 
Game from Madison. 

Unable to withstand the terrific rushes 
of the sturdy Metoxen, the _ ewift 
McFarland and the mighty Bemus Pierce, 
the line of the cardinal eleven, slowly weut 
to pieces and the redmen from Carlisle won 
their game. 

At the line they battered through both 
halves, and the pounding told in the end and 
O’Dea with his wonderful punts—two-thirds 
the length of the field—came into the game 
too late to be of any great use in saving his 
team defeat. Capt. Richards had done good 
work at kicking and it might have made no 
difference anyway. 

Every foul known in the list of football 
errors was tried by one team or the other, 
and it was as speedily paid for, the alert eye 
of Umpire Gould seeing everything that was 
not straight football the minute it happened. 
This frequent change df the ball and the 
distance given first one side and the other 
kept the spectators guessing as to what was 
going on.

Bemus Pierce a Kicker.

REPORT OF ASYLUM AT CHESTER. 


Superintendent Gives Some Interest- 
ing Figures Regarding Institution. 

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—The 
“third biennial report of the Asylum for In- 
sane Criminals at Chester has been made to 
the Governor. 

The ordinary expenses for the two years 
ending June 30, 1896, were $49,249; amount in 
the hands of the gx-Treasurer, J. D. Baker, 
$5,809; balance in the hands, of the Treas- 
urer at this time, $162.60. The trustees state 
that a suit is now pending in the St. Clair 
Coumty Court against ex-Treasurer Baker 
for the $5,809. 

The report of the Superintendent shows the 
total number of criminals treated during the 
year to have been 197; discharged as recov- 
ered and returned to the State prison, forty- 
one; died,. eight. 
culated. upon the average number present 
was 3.26 per cent; percentage of recoveries, 
based on number admitted, was 72.6. The 
daily average number of criminals under 
treatment was 124.03. The average cost per 
capita to the State for maintenance for 1806 
was $152,39, and for the last year $182.12, 
making. the average for the two years 
$182.26.- The last report showed the average 
cost to have been $214. There are now in 
the asylum 124 patients. Of these Illinois 
has the most, Cook County alone having 
forty-six of her inhabitants in the asyium:;

eighteen States are in this asylum, to- 
gether with natives from Belgium, China, 
anada, England, Germany, Ireland, Italy, 
olland, Hungary, Norway, Poland, Prussia, 
and Sweden, with forty-two insane convicts.

Along the small streams tributary to the 
larger rivers the big green or mottled black 
frogs may be found by thousands under the 
tufts of flag or coarse grass. Oné frog ship- 
per has sent to the Baltimore market hun- 
dreds of frogs’ legs each season, and has so 
increased the demand by the superior size 
and flavor of the Kent product that he finds 
it impossible to meet the requiremenis of 
the trade. 

Frog legs are consumed principally by the 
patrons of the principal restaurants. Frogs, 
when cooked, are a delicate white meat, and 
much more tender than fried chicken, very 
nourishing, and easily digested, and are rec- 
ommended, when stewed, as one of the best 
diets for invalids with delicate stomachs. 
Only the hind legs and quarters are eaten, 
and they are sent to the market ready 
skinned and salted for cooking. 

The market frog catcher’s method of cap- 
‘turing his game is to secure a small, flai-boi- 
tomed boat, easy of management, and in the 
later afternoon, when everything is still, he 
noiselessly pushes his little craft along the 
shores of the small creeks and coves. The 
bull frogs, as they are commonly known, 
because of their deep, resonant voices, are 
found sitting in a shallow pool or in the mud 
under tufts of heavy grass or flag. The 
novelty and sport of capturing this wily 
game are worth a row of ten miles on a hot 
afternoon. 

Two and sometimes three ordinary sized 
perch hooks are bound together and baited 
with red flannel. The hooks are attached to 
a line of about four feet, and the line {is at- 
tached to a long, tough angle rod. Ap- 
proaching the game noiselessly and with ex- 
treme caution, the red flannel is gently 
moved within a few inches of the frog's 


mouth. AS quick as lightning and with a 


sha croak, the frog dashes. forward and 
craiivera bait, hooks, and all. Then follow 
as gamy etruggles as any sportsman ever 
saw with hook and line. 

The amateur frog hunter usually provides 
himself with a cat-and-rat rifie, the shells 
loaded with mustard-seed shot, and shoots 
his gatne, but this is unsportsmaniike, and is 
only popular with the uninitiated. Mill ponds, 
too, are favorite haunts for the frog, and on 
a clear night the deep roar of the bullfrog 
chorus may be heard for moré-than a mile. 

The old-time of afore-de-war Kent County 
cook has solved the mysteries of the perfect 
preparation of the frog, and those who do 
not know how delicious frog’s legs may be 
made have man®@a dainty dish in store for 
them. After skinning, the legs should be 
placed in cold water for several hours, then 
placed on a plate and salted.

The iegs 
of medium sized frogs are preferable, as the 
very large legs are liable to be coarse 
in the texture of flesh. The most gee 
way in Kent to cook them is by frying, but 
there are other ways of making dishes of 
them to please the palate of the most ex- 
acting epicure.

ARGUMENTS FOR THE ALDERMEN. 


Street Car Workers Hastle to Change 
the Lawmakers’ Minds. 

The street car employés made a hard cam- 
paign all day yesterday. After the barn 
meetings on Friday night, committees were 
scouring around until almost daylight roust- 
ing Aldermen from their beds and impress- 
ing them with the fact the street carmen 
were confronted with a serious affair, The 
committees were at work almost before 
breakfast, and were after the Aldermen be- 
fore they--could leave their homes for the 
city. 

The men -were provided with carriages, and 
were enabled to make good time. They had 
Ald. O'Neill in their grasp before 9 o’clock, 
and warned the representative of the Thirty- 
fourth Ward what was in store for him, if 
he insisted on upholding the ordinance. The 
Alderman insisted that the matter had now 
gone beyond the control of the Council, and 
suggested that a delegation visit the Mayor 
as he was the court of last resort.. Accord- 
ingly the Alderman was bundled into a car- 
riage, and was compelled to accompany the 
delegation to the City Hall. . 

The committee of conductors and gripmen 
was headed by Joshua Bardee of the Sixty- 
third street barns and James Fish of the 
Sixty-ninth street barns. The members in- 
vaded the City Hall shortly after 10 o’clock, 
and went at once to the Mayor’s office, with 
the result already note& 

The South Side men found other commit- 
tees at the City Halk representing the West 
and North Divisions. A conference was 
held, and a systematic campaign was out- 
lined. The delegations were broken up into 
parties of three, who were instructed to see 
certain Aldermen, and in this way every 
member might be seen. 


CARMEN EXPLAIN 


THEIR VIEW. 


Call at “The Tribune” Office with a 
Statement of the Case. 

F. J. Hughes and W. B. Reid, representing 
street railway employés of the city, called at 
Tut TRIBUNE oflice last night to present the 
employés’ side of the four-cent fare contro- 
versy. They said Mayor Swift expressed his 
sympathy with “the employés, who say they 
are threatened with a 20 per cent cut in their 


wages. 

“Most people are surprised when told 
there are between 25,000 and 30,000 employés 
of the surface lines who, along with their 
families and business-men dependent upon 
their trade, would be disastrously affected 
by a reduction in the wages paid by the 
surface roads,” said Mr. Reid. “ We want it 
understood we have not been sent here by 
our employers. We have been plainly told, 
as THE TRIBUNE stated this morning, that 
the enforcement of the four-cent fare ordi- 
nance would be followed by a reduction of 
wages amounting toO as much as the cut in 
the fares. We believe our wages are in 
danger, and we do not believe the public 


“We have naturally talked about the mat- 
ter with patrons of the roads we work for, 
and we find not one man out of twenty cares 
anything for the four-cent ordinance, and 
they nearly all say they are against it if it 
means a reduction of wages. Theordinance 
will be of no great benefit, anyway, as the 
poor will be unable to buy a dollar’s worth of 
tickets to get the four-cent rate. 

“ Asfor a strike, which some one has been 
kind enough to suggest, that Is preposterous. 
The men are being better paid now than 
those in similar positions In neighboring 
towns, and the companies would have no 
trouble at all filling our places, numerous 
as the employés are. 

‘‘We want the public to understand the 
question, and to know it means disaster to 
a large number of hard-worked men. Two 
cents a day to the passenger does not mean 
nearly as much as 56 cents a day to a con- 
ductor or motorman, and we think a man 
that stands tweive or thirteen hours a day in 
the face of a wintry wind or endures all 
that a conductor has to endure earns his 
money. 

“ We who called “upon the Mayor and the 
various Aldermen today were not being paid 
to do so. Some of us laid off a day and lost 
a day’s pay.” 

DENY EMPLOYERS INSTRUOTIONS. 
Committee of Street Car Employes An- 
pointed to Disclaim Any Prodding. 
A mass-meeting was held by street car 
men last night at Sixty-ninth and. Halsted 
streets and the following committee was 
named to visit the newspapers and disclaim

LABOR MEN INFORMALLY DISCUSS 


—_—— -—- -— 


General Headquarters of the Amer- 
fean Federation Are to Be Moved 
from Indianapolis to Washington— 
Resolution Adopted by a Big Ma- 
jority—Charter Is Granted te the 
Federation of Musicians—Aflirms 
Revocation of Tinner# Charter. 


Cincinnati, O., Des. 19.—The attendance 
was full when President Gompers called the 
American Federation of Labor to order for 
the sixth day of the sixteenth annual con- 
vention. There was still much agitation in 
the lobbies over the fourth annual indorse- 
ment of free coinage, and some of the silver 
advocates expressed apprehension for the 
future over the introduction of economic or 
other questions, not germane to labor, on 
which there were radical differences of opin- 
ion, The question of increasing the dues 
was also generally discussed, It was the 
general opinion of the convention that it 
could not conclude ite work till next Monday 
or Tuesday. 

The granting of a charter to the American 
Federation of Musicians, with over 5,000 
members, was confirmed; also the action for 
affiliation with the Natidnal Association of 
Electrical Workers and the longshoremen 
on the sea coasts. 

At the request of the Grievance committee, 
Mr. Ryan of St. Louis, President of the 
Tinners’ Association, addressed the conven- 
tion on the contest between the Association 
of Iron Molders and of the tin, sheet iron, 
and cornice workers. Mr. Ryan's complaints 
were directed especially against the New 
York Union. Delegates representing the 
New York tinners proposed that the New 
York Tinners’ Association would give. up its 
charter if the St. Louis association would do 
likewise, and then all should be reorganized 
for affiliation with the federation. 


-Wants Extension for New York Tinners : 


Mr. Ryan moved to give the New York 
union of tinners till April 1 te comply with 
the laws of their organization. President 
Gompers addressed the convention at lengih 
fn reply to some of Mr. Ryan’s statements. 
Delegate Lennon arraigned the New York 
tinners’ union, and urged that its charter 
be revoked. Delegate Valentine of San 
Francisco defended the action of the tron 
moiders’ union in investigating the course 
of the Tin and Sheet Iron Protective Asso-. 
ciation of New York, and wanted the New 
York charter revoked. The objectionable 
New York union, No. 102, was charged with 
furnishing men to take the places of regu- 
lar union men who were out on a strike. 

Delegate Warren advocated that local 
unions should be regularly connected with 
the national organization, but that there 
were many commendable féatures of the 
local union in New York. Mr. Ryan de- 
nounced all desertets of the national organ- 
ization, and answered many questions pro- 

ounded by delegates. The convention 

nally reaffirmed its former action to revoke 
the charter of the New York Tinners’ Union 
No. 102. 
* James H. Payne of Chicago, on the recom- 
mendation of the Grievance committee, was 
given a hearing for the National Association 
of Boxmakers, who wanted a charter sep- 
arate from the National Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Wood Workers. He argued 
that boxes were made from paper and other 
material as well as from wood and urged 
that there should be an independent charter 
for the boxmakers. National Secretary 
Kidd of the Amalgamated Wood Workers 
replied to Mr. Payne, urging that the box- 
makers naturally belonged to their order. 

The federation reaffirmed its former ac- 
tion and again refused to grant the box- 
makeérs a separate charter. e Cincinnati 
Canvassers’ Union was directed to join the 
American Association of Agents. 


President’s Report Adepted. 

The Committee on President’s Annual Re- 
port recommended the adoption of various 
suggestions therein; considered ad seriatim 
and agreed to. 

Mr. Lioyd moved that the two representa- 
tives to visit Washington to work fer 
the eight hour bill be selected by. the 
convention instead of being appointed by the 
Executive council; carried by the close 
vote of yeas, 84; nays, 383. It was ordered 


that these representatives be subject to the 


orders of the Executive cotinclil. 

Treaesurer Lennon moved that an assess- 
ment of five cents per capita be levied, pay- 
able by Aprill, for thepurpose of defraying 
the expenses of the two representatives in 
Washington and other expenses of the 
standing committees on the eight hour law 
and legislation. As the membership is over 
600,000, this levy would produce over $30,000. 
A long discussion on the expenses of lobby- 
ing, printing, and cireulating literature and 
other work followed. 

The regular order was suspended for fra- 
ternal greetings. Delegate Harry Lioyd was 
selected to make the presentation speech, 
in which he presented Samuel Woods with 
an elegant diamond charm and John Mallin- 
son with a gold watch. These two fraternal 
delegates from the British trades congress 
responded in touching remarks. 


Afternoon Session Begins. 

On reassembling for the afternoon session 
consideration was resumed of the motion for 
an assessment for expenses in securing an 
eight-hour law. It was decided to vote first 
on the highest amount, that of five cents per 
capita, and then on the propositions for two 
cents and one cent in the event of the defeat 
of the motion for an assessment of five cents. 

The proposition for an assessment of five 
cents per capita was voted down over- 
whelmingly. The preposition for an assess- 
ment of two cents per capita was also de- 
feated—-yeas, 665; nays, 1,510. The proposi- 
tion for an assessment of one cent per capita 
was adopted almost unanimously, and the 
report of the Committee on the Hight-Hour 
Law was adopted as a whole. 

President Gompers announced the organ- 
ization of the national unions of coremakers 
and stationary engineers, and that the bi- 
cycle workers and butchers would have na- 
tional organizations before the convention 
adjourned, 

Communications wére received to change 
the date for the next meeting at Nashville 
so as to be in session during the Tennessee 
Centennial Exposition. Referred. 

The Com»ittee on Arbitration reported 
against the indorsement of the Erdmar arbi- 
tration bill pending in Congress. After a 
long discussion the report was referred back 
to the committtee and the Executive Coun- 
cil to get a legal opinion on the bill, especial- 
ly on Secs. 5 and 6, and report to the con- 
vention on Monday next. 


Favors Moving Headquarters. 


When the Committee on Law reported in 
favor of removing the headquarters from 
Indianapolis there was a long fight precip- 
itated. It required a two-thirds vote to 
strike out “‘ Indianapolis ’’ form the consti- 
tutional provision for the location of head- 
quarters, and only a majority vote was neces- 
sary to insert the nameofanothercity. One 
of the objections made against Indianapolis 
was its lack of facilities for disseminating 
information or news and orders from the 
general officers through the press associa- 
tions. The first ballot resulted, Washington 
1,705, Chicago 487. 

Resolutions were reported and adopted 
from the Committee on Law for the appoint- 
ment of committees on auditing and cre. 
dentials, to be appointed by the President 
ten days in advance of annual conventions 
and meet three days in advance so as to be 
able to report on the assembling of the con- 
vention. Resolutions from the Committee 
on Law were Gefeated to change the time for 
annual conventions from December to May 
and for extending the terms of officers from 
one to two years. The meeting adjourned 
until Monday at 9 a. m.

At the outset he reviews the case, the de- 
tails of which have already been given the 
public. He details the numerous confer- 
ences between the board and the company, 
and cites that he secured an increased rental. 
He did not desire to sign the lease without 
consulting the Governor, and denies that 
they were going to swindle the State out of 
a valuable franehise. The board never 
asked appropriations, but on the contrary 
the company paid §50,000 into the State 
Treasury. He says he may have erred, but 
he denies that he erred In the last deal. 

The value of the land is only a trifie over 
$2,200 and the board was to receive a rental 
of 50 per cent. If the value was $20 or §50 an 
acre, “ this would be reasonable interest, or 
rather a high interest, which would more 
than satisfy the money lender, even on a 
gold basis.” 

Mr. Gerdes says it has beep intimated 
that some of the rallroade wefe afraid of 
competition if the. electric line was con- 
structed, and that Chivago intends creating 
water powers in the Desplaines and lllinois 
Rivers, and was desirous of preventing the 
State from doing 80. 

The board h decided not to lease the 
strip, and Mr. es hopes his successor 
will be more successful in securing an in- 
come.

He Confesses How He “ Kited ” Checks 
with All the Banka in Denver.’ 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 19.—O. E. Miller, Pres- 
ident of the Miller Hernia Treatment com- 
pany, and‘one of three defendants in the 
Cummercial National Bank fraud case now 
on trial in the United States District Court, 
told the story of his transactions with the 
bank with tho utmost sangfroid on the wit- 
ness stand today. 

He admitted that he “ kited * checks with 
all the Denver banks and took upon himselif 
all the blame for the failure of the Com- 
mercial Bank in 1898 in consequence of his 
large overdrafts, amounting to $125,000, 

He said his affairs and accounts were so 
involved and complicated he supposed his 
indebtedness to the Commercial was only 
$25,000, when it had actually reached a total 
of $110,000. He declared the codefendants, 
President Charles H. Dow and Teller Sid- 
ney G. McClurken, had nothing to do with 
his schemes, 

As Dow and McClurken are charged In the 
indictment with being the principals tn the 
misappropriation of the bank’s funds and 
Miller is indicted as an accessory, it is said 
if the jury should fail to convict the bank 
officers Miller will himself escape under 
ihe provision of common law that an ac- 
céssory cannot be convicted without the 
conviction of the principais, 

Following Miller, President Dow took the 
witness stand. He testified that, while he 
authorized “ kiting’”’ of checks by Miller, 
he was not informed of the overdrafts unti] 
after they had becomes so large that it was 
impossible for Miller to make good his in- 
debtedness to the bank.

The Physical Phenomenon Alarms 
Royalty and Causes the Publication 
of a Recondite Treatise by Prof. 
John Milne—No Clouds on the Po-

London, Dec. 19.—With six inches of snow 
on Dartmoor, dense fogs in the channel, 
London blanketed with darkness day after 
day, and an earthquake in the Severn Valley 
and the Midlands, there has been a good deal 
of weather this week. This has been 
fortunate, for, foreign. affairs and domestic 
politica being absolutely stagnant, there 
has not been much elsé to talk about. 

The Queen is reported to have been awak- 
ened by the tremor of the earth at Windsor, 
but the fact is not mentioned in the Court 
Circular and may be an invention of the 
new journalism. The northern suburbs of 
London barely came within range of the 
seismic disturbance, but a woman in the 
Midlands is reported to have died either from 
fright or heart disease, and three thurch 
turrets at Hereford are said to have been 
shaken down. 

The most serious consequence of this phys- 
ical phenomenon is the appearance in the 
Telegraph of a recondite treatise on the sub- 
ject by Prof. John Milne, who ‘has been 
watching for an earthquak@for a long time, 
and has kept two delicate seismometers in 
operation on the Isle of Wight to record the 
whisperings of the neglected under world. 
These instruments feebly showed the effects 
of the readjustment of the strata of the 
Severn Valley. As the amplitude of the 
movement did not exceed one-fiftieth of an 
inch in two hours, his conclusion is that a 
low stratum of rock filled up a slight cavity 
and that the changes produced by this earth- 
quake were gedlogically small.

of five years Brooks, by simple methods of 
begging letters, gathered in no less a sum 
than $40,000, and that while posing as a 
broken-down, deserving man of” letters, 
plunged in the deepest distress, he was keep- 
ing up country houses, with servants and 
horses and carriages. The jury practically 
stopped the case, and thus unfortunately 
prevented the calling of Arthur Balfour as 
a witness to show the means by which 
Brooks duped him and the Queen, afd the 
world therefore probably will never be given 
the opportunity of enjoying that story. But 
in the able hands of Sir Frank. Lockwood, 
who represented Mr. Labouchere, the case 
was full of fun from the beginning to end, 
and the entire country read and roared over 
it every day. 

Labouchere is now engaged: in hunting 
Broaks for the costs of the action, but he is 
not likely to get anything. Brooks is suf- 
ficiently astute to have conveyed his money 
to his wife or to have put it in some other 
way out of reach. The costs, in all proba- 
bility, will have to be added to the big total 
which, as Labouchere told the Judge, he has 
spent since he has been the owner of Truth in 
exposing swindlers of various descriptions. 
That total already exceeds $200,000, and itis 
likely to increase as regularly as in the past. 
The amount seems large, but against this 
expenditure has to be set the gain of most 
interesting matter for Labouchere’s paper. 

It was estimated a few years ago that quite 
10,000 stern Tories, who detest Labouchere’s 
radical politics, buy his paper solely for the 
sake of the couple of pages or so of enter- 
taining exposures of swindling money lend- 
ers or scoundrels of the Brooks type, without 
which no number of Truth fs ever complete. 
Even now virtue is not without its reward, 
for it will be strange indeed if the enormous 
publicity given to the paper and its editor 
does not result in a vastly increased circula- 
tion. 


King Alexander’s Latest Love. 

The latest report of the matrimonial inten- 
tions of young King Alexander of Servia 
credits him with aspiring to the hand of 
the daughter of one of the Austrian Arch- 
dukes.

apart, thus giving rise to scandal. 

It will be remembered by the few people 
who take an interest in ex-King Milan’s 
erratic career that a couple’of years ago he 
and Queen Natalie were upon the very verge 
of reconciliation, and the world had been 
notified of their intention to fall upon each 
other’s neck and let bygones be bygones, 
when the pretty picture was utterly spoiled 
by the inopportune discovery by Natalie that 
her remarkable husband had just installed 
another mistress in the new and sumptuous 
domicile in Paris. 

The discovery reopened the breach be- 
tween the royal couple, and the general im- 
pression seems to be that further attempts 
at reconciliation would be hopeless, owing to 
the complete impossibility of trusting 
Milan’s professions of penitence. Now, how- 
evér, that it is mebiaiic tee Alexander's 
personal interest to bring his parents to- 
gether he resolved to take matters in hand.

Authorities Are Baffled. 

M. Stomin, director of the Imperial Chan- 
celloric, was summoned to Moscow to ex- 
plain how the unknown sardonic jokers 
managed to obtain the imperial seals, or 
an exact imitation of thém, but he was un- 
able to suggest a solution of the mystery, 
and the entire detective forces of Moscow 
and St. Petersburg have been equally unsuc- 
cessful, although a large rew@rd offered for 
information. is now standing. 

An altogethef dangerous joke in Moscow is 
to shout whenever Grand Duke Sergius !s 
within hearing, ‘‘ Long live the new Prince.”’ 
Several students are now in jail for this 
offense, but the joke’s popularity is as great 
as ever. It is considered remarkable that 
the Czar has not removed Sergius from the 
Governorship of Moscow, for he has con- 
verted a loyal province into a happy hunt- 
ing ground for seditious propagandists, and 
nobody would be surprised if he were as- 
sassinated one of tpese days. The fact that 
he continues in office is taken to show the 
young Czar’s helplessness for good and is 
regarded as an evil omen for the future, 


Lady Hampton Rig Not Settled. 

The Lady Hampton rig is not yet settled, 
but Broker Stoneham has apologized to 
Mr. Houston and paid $5,000 to one of the 
London hospitals by way of practical dem- 
onstration of his contrition for Mbeling that 
immaculate gentleman.

Strikers Are Weakening. 

The working world is quieting down with 
the approach of the Christmas season of 
good feeling. The Hamburg lockout has 
not ended, but the strikers are weakening 
and are not expected to hold out much lenger. 
The English leaders of the Dockers’ Union 
are believed to favor an aggressive labdér 
movement on the Thames, but their action 
will be controlled by the rank and file, who 
are disposed to let well enough alone. Lord 
Salisbury has been giving cogént reasons for 
not interfering with the right of the German 
and Belgian authorities to expel English ag- 
itators from foreign territory when they are 
organizing .labor revolts on international 
lines; he has neglected to discuss the ques- 
tion whether German or French socialists 
employed in similar work on English soil 
ought also to be arrested and expelled. 

No Activity on the Exchanges. 

The financial exchanges in London show 
no signs of activity, and even Mr. Hooiey is 
unable to cause a ripple of excitement by 
any new ‘scheme or syndicate. No change 
is expected until dividends are released in 
January, and there is more money available 
for investment. Japan is gradually reduc- 
ing its gold deposits in the Bank of England, 
and Germany is also calling for gold. En- 
glish financiers are anxiously awaiting signs 
of the return of gold from America, but 
cannot count upon it with any degree of as- 
surance when trade balances are heavily 
against Europe. American stocks, especial- 
ly those of the speculative class, have been 
depressed along with South African and 
other shares, rallying fitfully after every de- 
cline. This depression is due to general 
causes, and also to unfavorable reports of 
leading American railways, which do not 
yet show a marked increase of business, 

Tweo ‘Notable Lawsuits. 

Two notable law cases have been decided 
by the London courts. One is a medical 
slander suit. One physician thought that 
his brother’s case had been grossly misman- 
aged by another doctor and commented upon 
it sharply. The second physician brought 
suit for libel and won it after a prolonged 
struggle, receiving $75 damages. It is a 
doctor’s quarrel and is not yet ended, fof the 
case has been appealed. The obvious moral 
is that ordinary medical etiquette is well 
founded and that doctors ought not to talk 
too much about professional ignorance. The 
other suit has been the main topic of conver- 
sation in the West End during the week. 
It was a libel action brought against Mr. 
Labouchere by a begging letter writer who 
had been exposed by Truth after receiving 
$200 from the royal bounty fund at the in- 
stance’of Mr. Arthur Balfour. This minis- 
terial mendicant conducted his own case, 
but was exposed in a destructive cross-ex- 
amination by Sir Frank Lockwood and was 
finally laughed out of court. A verdict was 
not rendered against him until he had per- 
sisted in calling Mr. Labouchere to the wit- 
ness box. The court-room resounded with 
merriment during this fencing bout and the 
entire trial was as funny as a:French farce.

Holiday Trade Exceptionally Good.

Certainly the prices-ob- 
tained for bric-d-brac and old silver at the 
holiday auctions at Christie's and elsewhere 
have been high.

He: is not Colley Cibber’s, the 
heavy villain and unnatural monster, but a 
man. of genius and intellectual pride, acting 
in deflance of the law divine, marching 
through crime and treachery to the summit 
of his earthly ambition, audacious and im- 
perious to the end even when delirious with 
remorse and doomed to defeat.’ The stfong- 
est characteristic of this Gloster is: the dis- 
closure of self-will, courage, and pride, like 
Becket’s, combined with intellectual subtle- 
ty an@ duplicity, like Iago’s or. Yachimo’s, 
The best qualities of his stage work are 
rapidity, vigor, action, and grim, cynical 
humor. He does not brood over his crimes 
and the phantom horrors with. which he is 
encompassed in his harrowing conflict with 
retributive justice. He acts his part with 
jimpetuous fire, inflexible pride, splendid 
daring; yet, melodramatic monster as he is, 
he is not without heart and moral instinct. 

The best passages in this performances of 
Gloster are the fiery courtship of Lady Anne, 
the mocking duplicity of the scene with the 
Mayor, the subtle temptation of Bucking- 
ham, the unconscious betrayal of remorse 
when his mother curses him, the resentful 
denunciation of Hastings, and the awful 
awakening from the phantom-haunted 
dream. 

Seldom has an audience been more deeply 
moved than tonight's breathless multitude 
was stirred by Sir Henry Irvying’s powerful 
denotement of supernatural horror after the 
terrible dream scene. His face, like Edwin 
Booth’s, was one never to be forgotten. 

The entire performance was illuminated 
with intellectual purpose, adorned with 
masterly touches, an@ invigorated with 
unique personality. Sir Henry was received 
like a conqueror when the curtain fell In the 
last act. No stage triumph since Garrick 
and Kean has been more complete. 


AGITATION OF IRISH FINANCES. 


Overtaxation of Ireland Will Be e 
Leading Subject in Parliament. 

London, Dec.. 19.—The agitation arising 
out of thé report of the commission cn the 
financial relations between Great Britain 
and Ireland is growing apace, and the ques- 
tion bids fair to be one of the leading mat- 
ters to be discussed at the next session of 
Parlidment. The Times, alarmed at the 
prospect, published an article criticising the 
commission, to which John Morley has re- 
plied, warmly upholding it. 

The Irish Unionists are taking the matter 
up and intend to bring the subject of undue 
taxation of Ireland before Parliament at the 
opening of the session in the form of an 
amendment in reply to the speech from the 
throne calling upon the State to refund the 
£2,500,000 ($12,500,000) of overtaxation. 

Col. Saunderson, Conservative member for 
North Armagh, is expected to amend the 
amendment, and there is much speculation, 
in view of Mr. Morley’s attitude, regarding 
the position which Sir William Vernon Har- 
court will assume in the matter.

Atchison, Kas., Dec. 19.—[Special.}—There 
is a strong probability that the Police De- 
partment of Atchison, as well as all other 
cities of the first’class in Kansas, now under 
the control of the State, will soon revert to 
the control of the respective municipalities. 
Local control was taken away from these 
cities a few years ago, when the metropol- 
itan police law was adopted. 

Under this law the Governor appoints a 
Board of three Police Commissioners for 
each city of the first class, and this board has 
absolute control of police affairs. It em- 
ploys a Police Judge, patrolmen, jailers, 
etc., paying them out of the receipts of the 
Police Court. If the receipts are insufficient 
to meet the monthly expense bill the City 
Council is required to appropriate an amount 
equal to this deficiency. The power of the 
board is almost unlimited. It can employ as 
many police officers as it may see fit, make 
improvements to ‘the police station, buy 
patrol wagons, and the people must pay the 
bills. In Atchison, however, the Commis- 
sioners have never abused their authority, 
and there has never been any serious objec- 
tion to the law. 

The object of the metropolitan police law 
was to sécure a better enforcement of the 
prohibitory liquor law, but the scheme has 
proven a failure in nearly all the cities. The 
Commissioners are leading citizens and take 
about the same view of the liquor law that 
members of the City Councils did. OCGonse- 
quently, the towns where the public senti- 
ment will allow it have saloons that are fined 
monthly. 

The present demand for the abolishment 
of the metropolitan police law by the coming 
Populist Legislature, strange as it may seem, 
comes from the country districts of Kansas, 
where the law does not apply. The country 

opulists fear for Gov.-elect Leedy’s polit- 
cal future.. They claim, and not without 
some foundation, that Gov. Lewelling’s de- 
feat for reélection was partially due to con- 
tending factions in the cities of the first 
class, the direct outgrowth of police depart- 
ment controversies. It is known, too, that 
Gov. Morrill lost severait hundred votes in 
Wichita at the November election by reason 
of a war made upon the saloons of that place 
*a year ago. While the country people are 
urging the abolishment of the law the Pop- 
ulists of the large cities are demanding its 
retention, as it means a large number of 
appointments. There are two Commission- 
ers at $400_and one at $600 a year, who have 
nothing to: do but to stand a little abuse 
when police affairs do not run smoothly. 
Every city of the first class has from twenty 
to forty applicants for these places, and they 
will not listen to the proposition to abolish 
the law. There are people who claim that 
whether the law is abolished or not, Gov.- 
elect. Leedy will make no appointments, but 
allow the control of the police departments 
to revert td the Mayors and Councils’ of the 
different cities. 


PIX JULES VBRNE’S DREAM IN METAL. 


Construction Begun at Baltimore of 
the New Lake Submarine Wrecking 
Vessel and Ocean Marvel. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 19.—[Special.]}—Work 
has been begun at the Columbian shipyards 
on the construction of the Lake submarine 
wrecking vessel that is to sink into the ocean 
depths, explore wrecks and coral beds, and, 
in fact, be the wonder of the age in marine 


engineering. 

The boat will be cigar-shaped, thirty-six 
feet long, nine feet in diameter, with a dis- 
placement of fifty-four tons. The steel hull 
will be braced to stand the pressure at a 
depth of 30u feet. The boat will be propelled 
by steam on the surface and by electricity 
while submerged. It will be divided into 
four compartments, engine and living room, 
air lock chamber, diver’s room, and lookout 
compartment. 

The vessel will be submerged by filling 
tanks in the hull, lowering heavy weights to 
the bottom of the sea, and then winding in 
the cables attached to the weights, when the 
vessel will descend. - 

The peculiar craft is to carry a crew of 
six men, and will be capable of staying on 
the bottom forty hours without renewing the 
air. The openings where the divers will go 
out will be on the bottom, and the water will 
be kept out.of the apartment from which 
they leave the boat by air pressure. Power- 
ful electric. lights will illuminate the ocean 
bed for 200 feet around the boat. There will 
be a propeller in the rear, and when it strikes 
bottom it will run on three wheels, two of 
which will be. furnished with claws to act 
as additional propellers. |

Fox Is Killed with a Club.

For several hours the country was scoured 
for the scattered hounds. When-they were 
brought in all the party rode back to the 
Sheridan Drive club house and banqueted 
in hunters’ style. 

J. M. McGarigle declared to a TRIBUNE 
reporter that the party had had more fun 
than if a live fox had been chased. ‘“ We 
now have a brush to show for the chase,” 
he said, *“‘ but if the fox had been alive he 
would have run into, the woods, where we 
never could have caught him.”

Distinguished Visitor Talks. 

Count Joleaud de St. Maurice said last 
night in regard to the exposition: 

‘‘ The exposition of 1900, which will be held 
in Paris, is to be the greatest exposition ever 
held in Europe. ° 

“ All nations of the Old World are striving 
to outdo each other in the splendor of their 
exhibits. It is my desire to have the Chicago 
exhibit the greatest of all in order to show 
to the Old World the wonderful progress of 
the New. I say Chicago, because in France 
the City of Chicago is universally regarded 
as the best exponent of American genius, and 
it is unquestionably the coming great city 
of the world. 

‘That Chicago will have the greatest ex- 
hibit at the exposition is our hope, but there 
seems to be an intense rivalry between the 
Bast and the West, and some of the Eastern 
cities will try to eclipse the exhibits of the 
West as represented by Chicago.

When the day is misty and the clouds come 
low’ down toward the earth is considered 
by experienced hunters to be the best time 
to get shots that tell, for the geese will not 
attempt to make long flights unless the 
lookout can see the surroundings perfectly, 
and thus they are compelled to fly low or 
stop until the clouds raise or roll by. 

The hunter for wild geese in Kern County, 
or anywhere in the San Joaquin Valley, who 
goes into the sport for a day or two, or a 
week or two, at a time must locate himself 
on @ mud bar in the lake an hour or two be- 
fore the first streaks of dawn. The boat- 
man that lands him must take his craft away 
after he assists in the preparations for the 
morning’s shoot. A shove! will be handy 
to make a slight depression in the sand or 
gravel—say, eighteen inches deep and seven

Count’s Personal Impressions.

‘‘We would be pleased to have the archi- 
tects of Chicago submit to us their plans for 
such a structure.

“T have many other exposition plans 
which we hope to carry out mutthally bene- 
ficial to the two countries. We are as yet 
only in the state of organization. Of great 
importance is the establishment of Chicago 
headquarters in Paris. This I am specially 
charged to do, so that the business between 
Chicago and the Paris Exposition authori- 
ties" may be speedily and advantageously 
transacted. I hope to'‘completé all arrange- 
ments for such headquarters before my re- 
turn to Paris. : , 

“I also expect to arrange for obtaining the 
important concessions desired by Chicago 
exhibiters. 

*“ The ground to be used for the exposition 
is relatively small. We have no such space 
as you were fortunate enough to have’for 
your great World’s Columbian Exposition. 
For this reason it is necessary that applica- 
tions for space be made without delay.

Becretary Ayers Says the Destitution 
and Suffering 
dreds of Capable Men Willing to 
Work, but Cannot Find Employ- 
ment—To Meet the Demands $10,000 
Is Required—Newly Appointed Of- 
ficers in the Auxiliary Districts. 


General Secretary Ayers of the Bureaa 
of Associated Charities said yesterday there 
was an alarming amount of destitution and 
suffering in the city and he was anxious to 
have the attention of charitably disposed 
people called to it as soon as possible. 

“‘T will not say,” he added, “it has yet 
assumed the aspect of an emergency, but 
the state of things is worse than it has been 
gince 1893. Never before have I known so 
many worthy people who will not accept 
charity for want of work. The 
number of capable and willing people who 
have neither funds nor employment passes 
belief. They are found mainly in the river 
wards, including the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, andj Twenty-third. 

“ We have been able to do a large amount 
of good in securing work for this class of 
applicants, but we cannot begin to equal 
the requirements. We have had to send a 
number of able and industrious people to 
the County Agent for relief because we have 


een utterly unable to secure for them any + 


loyment.” '

POLICE WILL ARREST THOSE WHO 
EXPECTORATE IN PUBLIC. 


Health Department Determines to Is- 
she Notices of Warning, and En- 
forcement of Orders Will Be Under 
‘Existing’ Municipal Law—Commis- 
sioner Kerr Tels of Dafly Menaces 
‘to’ Which Persons Are Subjected 
and Cites Precautionary Measures. 


The Health Department will within a few 
days issue a formal notice to the public pro- 
hibiting expectoration’ in street’ cars, sub- 
urban trains, elevated cars, public convey- 
ances of all kinds, as well as on the side- 
walks and streets of the city, and in railroad 
depots, hotels, theaters, and other places 
where people congregate. : 

It is maintained by the Health Department 
that there is a provision in the municipal 


.code which is ample to insure the order’s 


enforcement, and under it violators will be 
prosecuted. The provision relied: upon is 
found in Sec. 1,613, as follows: 

‘“ Any person who shaM commit any in- 
decent, lewd, or filthy act in any place in the 
city, shall be deemed a disorderly person, 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined not less 
than $5, or imprisoned in the House of Cor- 
rection for six months, or both.”’ 

This section, the city\authorities believe, 
will cover any case. The officials take the 
stand that persons expectorating in public 
places are guilty of a filthy act and are un- 
der the law punishable for disorderly con- 
duct. 

For several weeks the Woman’s club, the 
Civic Federation, and other organizations 
have been working on the contemplated ex- 
pectoration reform. Officers of these asso- 
cilations have held a number of conferences 
with Mayor Swift and Commissioner of 
Health Kerr. Yesterday afternoon it was 
finally decided to take action. 

Commissioner Kerr will have signs placed 
in all street cars and other public convey- 
ances as well as on street corners and public 
places prohibiting expectoration. The plan 
is indorsed by street railroad officials, physi- 
cians, and many prominent citizens,. who 
have promised to codperate with the city 
authorities in enforcing the new order. 

The Police Department will be called upon 
to arrest all persons violating the order. It 
is announced that all offenders will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted by the City Law Depart- 
ment, " 

It is complained that the practice of indis- 
criminate expectoration is peculiar to Chica- 
go, and, in contrast, the preventive measures 
of New York and other Eastern cities are 
pointed out.. In many parts of Europe ex- 
pectoration in public places has been pro- 
hibited by the authorities for years. 

Physicians assert that many diseases, in- 
cluding tuberculosis, diphtheria, and all 
bronchial troubles, are spread from géerins in 
the sputa.

Money 
earned and saved is capital. Capital is the 
money power. Kansas has been talking 
against the money power. She has been 
abusing men with shrewdness enough to 
have capital In trying to legislate against 
brains, Kansas has been going against the 
natural order of things. Therefore, in‘a 
State with the largest crops in the worldan 
unnatural order—hard times—prevails, 

There will be hard times so long as we fool 
with the unnatural order. We once en- 
couraged capital and prospered. The very 
day we stopped encouraging brains we began 
to fail. The thing for the present admin- 
istration to do is to repeal the present stay 
law, to cease dallying with the bogus-reforms 
that can only hurt the poor man, and to show 
the world that Kansas is in line with civil- 
ization. 

The minute you try to hamper capital you 
hamper the man who is trying to accumulate 
a little capital. You can’t make a law that 
will strangle the man with a million and not 
strangle the man with 50 cents. The law 
that tackles a million dollars in a lump will 
tackle half a dollar by itself. If you talk 
against the man who is well-to-do you musi 
give up all hope of getting well-to-do your- 
self. If it is free for all, you stand as good 
a show of winning as the next man. 

Kansas should turn around and help the 
man with the 10 talents and let, the fellow 
with his little, old, measly one talent wrapped 
in a napkin take care of himself. The Bible 
justifies such a course, and that is the wisest 
guide the world knows.

Irving Produces “ Richard Itl.” 


In producing “* Richard III.” tonight at the 
Lyceum Sir Henry Irving set before his Lon- 
don admirers one of the most acceptable 
dishes of his theatrical menu. The play it- 
self is the traditional fayorite, and Irving’s 
audience was largely recruited from those 
classes chiefly affected by the traditional, 
while the part is one in many ways peculiar- 
ly suited, not only to Irving’s methods, but 
to his artistic temperament as well. Were 
his physical limitations less clearly defined 
it is not too much to say, judging from to- 
night’s performance that he would be the 
ideal crook-backed tyrant Shakspeare drew. 
The sardonic humor, murderous malignity, 
and satanic picturesqueness of the charac- 
ter could probably be no nearer touched by 
any living English actor. 

It was only in the last act, when a call is 
made on physical force, to honor which is 
the supreme test of the heroic actor, that 
Irving seemed tonight to fall a little short. 
Rarely, however, has he been more evident- 
ly afflicted to a painful degree with the nerv- 
ousness which always mars to some extent 
his first night performances. It is likely, 
therefore, in succeeding representations, 
that this blemish to an otherwise inter- 
estingly well conceived and equally well 
executed rendering of the most melodra- 
matic of Shakspeare’s characters will be re- 
moved. 

Needless to say, the play ts artistically 
though not over elaborately mounted, or 
that stalls and boxes were filled with the 
best-known people in London society. Miss 
Terry is absent from the cast, but it is, on 
the whole, excellent, Genevieve Ward, as 
Queen Margaret, fairly dividing Irving's 
honors.

The Death of Falstaff: 

Chicago, Dec. 7.—{Editor of The Tribune.) 
~The editorial remarks in THE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE, Dec. 6, concerning the Shaks- 
pearean account of the death of Falstaff and 
the various suggestions for emendations of 
the text prompt me to remark that the 
description of the death scene is clearly 
taken from Hippocrates’ “ Prognostics,’’ and 
that the “ facies Hippocratica”’ is well de- 
scribed. Dr. Adams’ translation of the Hip- 
‘*‘ A sharp nose, hollow 
eyes, collapse temples, the ears cold, con- 
tracted, and their lobes turned out; the skin 
about the forehead being rough, distended, 
and parched” (“‘ Prognostics,"’ Par. 2); and 
again “when .. . the hands are waved 
before the face, hunting through empty 
space as if gathering bits of straw, picking 
the nap from the coverlet, or tearing the 
chaff from the wall, all such symptoms are 
bad and deadly,”’ Ibid, Par. 4. “‘It is a bad 
symptom when the head, hands, and feet 
are cold,” Ibid, Par. 9. And again in “ Epi- 
demics,’’ Book I., Par. 2: ‘‘ Most persons 
delirious when near death.” 

The babbling of Falstaff was simply an 
evidence of that delirium which, when taken 
in connection with the other symptoms, be- 
tekened. approaching death. The Shaks- 
pearean description is therefore correct, 
whether viewed from a realistic standpoint 
or from that of classical writings. Celsuson 
medicine, Book II., Par.’6, says: 

** Ad ultima vero jam ventum esse testan- 
tur, nares acute collapsa tempora, oculi 
concavi; frigide languideque aurcs et imis 
partibus leniter versae; cutis circa frontem 
dura et intenta; color aut niger aut per- 
pallidus; multoque magis, si ita haec sunt, 
ut neque vigilia prmecesserit, mec ventris 
resolutio, neque inedia. Ex quibus causis 
interdum haec species oritur, sed uno die 
an itaqghe diutus durans, mortis index 
es ’? 


(To witness that the extreme has come, 
these attest:' Sharp nose, sunken temples, 
hollow eyes, ears cold, languid and gently 
turned in the lowest parts, the skin about 
the forehead hard and stretched, the color 
either black or very pale, much more so if 
these signs have come, without preceding 
wakefulness or fasting, from which causes 
these appearances sometimes arise, but 
they vanish in one day, so that if it continue 
longer it is an index of death.] 

Lucretius (Book VI.) ‘‘ De rerum Natura ” 
gives the same signs, as follows: 

*“ A pedibusque minutatim succedere frigus 
non dubitabat; item ad supremum denique 
tempus compressae nares; nasi primoris 
acumen tenue, cavati ocull cava tempora, 
frigida pellis, duraque; inhorrebat rictum, 
frons tente meabat, nec nimio rigida post 
strati morte jacebant.”’ 

[The cold glides insensibly from the feet 
to the other parts of the body, but when 
the patient makes his last effort the nos- 
trils are compressed, the nose becomes 
pointed,..the eyes sunken, the temples hol- 
low, the skin cold and hard, the grinning 
mouth begins to quiver, the forehead stretch- 
es, and is at last penetrated by the cold of 
death.] ; 
The Shakspearean description is as fol- 

ows: . 

“ Aparted e’en at the turning of the tide; 
far after I saw him fumble with the sheets, 
and play with flowers, and smile upon his 
fingers’ ends; I knew there was but one 
way; for his nose was as sharp asa pen, and 
‘a babbled of green fields. ‘How now, Sir 
John!’ quoth I; ‘what, man, be of good 
cheer.’ So ’a cried out, ‘God! God! God!’ 
three or four times; now I,’to‘comfort him, 
bid ’a should not think of God: I hoped there 
was no need to trouble himself with such 
thotghts yet, so ’a bade me lay more clothes 
upon his feet; I put my hand into the bed, 
and- felt them, and they were cold as any 
stone; then I felt to his knees, and so up- 
ward and upward, and all was as cold as 
any stone.” 

Shakspeare, with that perfect acquaint- 
ance with classic models that characterizes 
his technical work, simply described a death 
scene, and when Faletaff is spoken of as 
babbling he gave a sign of delirium. It was 
quite immaterial whether the babbling were 
intelligible or not; the wild and ever chang- 
ing fancies that come with the iJeepening 
delirium of death need no articulate lan- 
guage, and indeed whatever be said at such 
times, the language soon passes irto inco- 
herent and meaningless sound. ‘' The fum- 
bling with the sheets,’’ and playing with 
imaginary flowers are another sign of de- 
lirlum, mentioned, as already quoted. by 
Hippocrates: ‘‘ When the hands are waved 
before the face,”’ etc., then these signs are 
*“ bad and deadly.”’ In the faceof such facts 
the contentions of Mr. Theobald and Mr. 
Richardson whether the text should prop- 
erly read “* green fells,” ‘‘ green fields,”’ or 
“green baize” are calculated to raise a 
sinile.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Wisconsin committee engaged in revising 
the insurance laws of that State has nearly com- 
pleted its labors. The new code it has drawn up 
does away with the office of Commissioner as a 
fee office and makes it a salaried position: limits 
the cost of all examinations to the actual ex- 
pense incurred; introduces civil service into the 
management of the oftice; substitutes the New 
York standard form for the Wisconsin form; en- 
acts a fire marshal law and reduces taxation. The 
evident alm of the measure ig to bring about a 
reduction of fire rates by equitable laws instead 
of trying to compel the companies to make such 
reductions by adverse legislation. Thc same code 
also revises the life. casualty, and assessment 
laws. In. the revision of these the intention also 
is to give to policyholders the greatest benefit and 
security “without injury to the cOmpanies. 

The new code proposes a modification of the 
valued policy law and undertakes to limit com- 
missions. The latter are limited to 15 per_cent 
of the premiuth, and rebating by agcnt or com- 
pany is forbidden under penalty of forfeiture or 
revocation of license by the Commissioner of-In- 
surance. It is made difficult for agents to do busi- 
ness with unauthorized companies. Any agent or 
company placing insurance with such concerns. 
is liable, in addition to prosecution for violation 
of the laws, to suffer revocation of license. In the 
event of a loss where a policy has bech given in 
an authorized contpany the one placing -the in- 
surance becomes personally liable to the assured.

The samples of money secured Game from 
various parts of the city, and were made 
up of both coin and bills.

From several stores on 
Sherman street, near Polk street, in the 
heart of the Arabian district, other pleces 
were gathered.

is the same process which. the: housewife 
accomplishes. when she “‘ scalds out.” the 
inside of her jars just before putting pre- 
serves in them. . 


Particular in Their Food. 


The next step is to prepare the food for 
germs ‘to: grow in. That used in the experi- 
ment was what is called in the laboratories 
“agar-agar.”’ It consists of a vegetable 
gelat¢ne furnished with a little salt, pepsin, 
and seasoning to aid the digestion of the 
bacilli, -When the mixture is prepared it is 
steril'ted in the same manner as were the 
dishes destined ‘to hold it, by putting it into 
a steam box for an hour or two. Then, like 
the jelly and preserves of the careful house- 
wife, it. is in shape to keep indefinitely as 
long as it'is not exposed to the action of 
germs. 

The smal]! dishes used are called “ petri" 
glasses, from the name of their inventor. 
Into each one of those used in the experi- 
ments was put one or more seo of money 
and about two teaspoonfuls of the agar. agar, 
warmed to just the right temperature, was 
poured over the whole. Then the glasses 
were placed in the incubator and left for fur- 
ther developments. 

In one dish no money was put. It was 
tregted just.as the others, however, and had 
its quote of prepared food put inside it. In 
spite of its apparent uselessness it was 
watched with’ close attention by Dr. Gehr- 
mann, who examined it closely from day to 
day to see if it showed any signs of germ 
growth. It was what is called a “ control ”’

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The tests were not sufficiently elaborate and 
long-continued to allow the experts to state 
positively that there were any of the organ- 
isms of the more deadly contagious diseases, 
such as smallpox, diphtheria, and scarlet- 
fever, but the possibility of some of them 
existing on the samples used is complete. 
But among the bacteria easily identified 
were several kinds of germs which cause 
serious disease and death. 

The germs found in the greatest numbers 
include a wide range of forms. Most com- 
mon were the molds or “ fungi,’”’ curious 
white vegetable growths commonly seen in 
decaying matter in damp places. A dozen 
kinds of these were found, and some of their 
developed forms made patterns of delicate 
tracery and of the finest possible beauty. 
As a rule these were harmless in their na- 
ture, but one or two of them are capable of 
forming ferments’ which result in poisonous 
products. 

Next to the molds and yeasts in point of 
numbers were the group of bacteria called 
** cocci.” 
each one the result of a germ on the object 
tested. ‘There were four or five varieties of 
this type present, some of them being deadly 
in their action. Of the pus-forming cocci 
there were found two kinds, sufficient in 
themselves to cause boils, abscessea, or even 
blood-poisoning of the worst kind. One 
germ, rejoicing in a Latin name of great 
length, was characterized by Dr. Evans as 
the most virulent of the entire lot of blood- 
poisoning germs, 

There were bacilli also to-be seen on the 
samples of money tested—bacilli forming col- 
onies of thousands of little rod-shaped 
germs strewn about like piles of kindling 
wood, or bung in long chains of links Ike 
sausages. They were not extremely harm- 
ful in their nature, asa rule, and their slower 
growth was frequently choked out by the 
rapidly multiplying cocci and fungi. 


Dificult Germs to Grow.

money test nearly a week elapsed without 
showing a particle of action in the control 
culture, and the fact was taken as suilicient 
evidence that the handling of the material 
had been all that could be desired. 


Incubator for the Germs. 


The incubator is just what its name im- 
plies, except that it hatches germs instead 
of chickers. It consists of a large double- 
walled box, bullt so that a constant temper- 
ature can be maintained inside it. The one 
used by the Columbus laboratory is the 
joint product of the inyentive ingenuity of 
all the scientists there, and is considered 
something remarkable in its line. Instead 
of being built with a. water jacket surround- 
ing it and being heated with a small lamp 
or stove it is made like am ordinary ice- 
box. The walls are double and filled with 
sawdust, while in front are two thicknesses 
of glass doors. But it is the heating appa- 
ratus which its considered the great im- 
provement over the ordinary types. It con- 
sists simply of an incandescent electric 
light bulb, placed in-the bottom -of the -re- 
ceptacle and kept burning when heat is 
needed. The circuit, of this lamp passes 
through a small switch controlled by a ther- 
mostat in the inside of theincubator. When 
the temperature inside rises above 38° C. 
the lamp is turned off. When the drop is 
below 36° C. the current fs puton. In this 
manner an almost perfect warmth for the 
growth of the germs is obtained. 

The difference in the rate of increase of 
germs inside and outside of the incubator 
is astonishing. It is .greater than the 
change made in plant, life by the action in 
a. greenhouse. Of the first samples of 
money tried some were put inside of the 
warm box and the rest left aut,.with the re- 
sult that in the space of time over night 
those.in the incubator showed numerous 
colonies of germs. already formed, while 
those left outside scarcely disclosed any ac- 
tion visible to the eye. Succeeding cultures

“‘I.only wanted to see how it was made,” 
she remarks to her companion, as they ap- 
proach another counter; “I get néarly all 
my Christmas’ ideas in that way.”’ 

The floorwalker, who overhears this con- 
fidence, frowns, but he is helpless. A piece 
of delicate fancy work is often ruined by the 
continual handling it receives at the hands 
of the women who “ only want to see how it 
is made,’”’ but it is easier to bear with this 
annoyance and loss than to offend patrons. 


Ways of Gaining Information. 


Of this fear of driving away custom the 
Christmas shoppers are only too ready to 
take advantage, and the ways in which they 
manage to obtain the necessary information 
in regard to the making of a fancied article 
are legion. One woman will walk up to the 
counter on which the embroidered goods 
are displayed, and, selecting one, demur at 
paying so high a price. 

“ Haven't you anything like it not made 
up?’’ she will ask, and the willing clerk will 
direct her to the counter where the unmade 
things are to be found. Here the inquirer 
will ask to see a piece of work with the 
embroidery already started. Instructions in 
finishing the designs are given free at most 
places, and she will most likely take a 
lesson then and there. Then she will buy 
the article, ha it sent home, and bring it 
back the next day to be changed or the 
money refunded. She has learned all that 


“Tr I buy a dozen handkerchiefs will you 
give me a box in which to send them?” asks 
a woman at the counter where such things 
are sold. Being assured that a pretty box 
goes with each dozen, she invests In twelve 
of the pretty bits of linen, and brings them 
back next day minus the box. The sales- 
woman demurs at making out an exchange 
check without the box, but at the exchange 
counter they are busy, or the floorwalker 
is *hurried, and the mpshot of it all is that 
the tricky shopper gets a pretty little Christ- 
mas present for nothing. In some cases 
women have keen known to play this trick 
several times before being stopped. 


New Tricks Daily. 


When Christmas is near every employé 
of a large store is on the lookout for tricks 
and plots of all kinds, and never a day passes 
in which new ones are not discovered. One 
of the latest is to buy two similar articles, 
varying widely in price, at the same counter 
and time. Later the cheaper one is brought 
back to be exchanged or the money refund- 
ed, and with it comes the check of the costly 
article. The date is correct, the goods 
specified on the check tally with it, and the 
customer declares that ft ie the thing she 
purchased. The mistake passes as an error 
of the clerk, and a good thing ts obtained 
at the price of a poor one. And the queer 
part of these transactions, according to the 
clerks and other employés, exists in the fact 
that the women who play these tricks are 
seemingly honest in all other particulars, 
and never dream of anything wrong in the 
acts of which they are guilty. To accuse 
them of dishonesty would be to hopelessly 
insult them. 

To buy an article some weeks before 
Christmas, have ft charged and sent to the 
individual who is to receive it, and declare, 
just as soon as Christmas ts over, that it 
was paid for, is a trick for which all dealers 
are prepared. But it works to a certain ex- 
tent every year, nevertheless, and so does 


The existing medical literature of the In- 
dian races is.genuinely marvelous. Even 
the Ayur Veda, the most ancient of all, upon 
which all the more récent writers base their 
work, is wonderfully accurate and wise even 
according to the standards of today. It 
treats of the subject in eight seotions— 
surgery, diseases of the head, constitutional 
disorders, nervous diseases, children's dis- 
eases, antidotes for poisons, personal hy- 
giene, and the preservation of vigor. This 
in itself is indication of shrewd acumen in a 
prehistoric mcodical work. The most famous 
Aryan writers of later periods founded their 
work upon it. Charoka on surgery and 
Sushruta on medicine are the best known, 
and their treatises were’ written many cen- 
turies before the dawn of the Christian era. 

The Hindus in those ancient days used pre- 
cisely the same methods of making diag- 
noses which the physician of today employs. 
Percussion and auscultation, examination of 
the eye, the skin, and the pulse were the 
same then as now. “ Put out your tongue,” 
was the order of the Hindu doctor 
2,000 years ago, just as it {s of the 
practitioner today. The understanding of 
the quality of the pulse beat was just as 
skillful. The circulation of the blood was 
perfectly understood. 

It is in surgery that the most astonishing 
feats are recorded. Cranial and abdominal! 
surgery—operations which it is commonly 
supposed have been possible only within 
the memory of living men—were performed 
many centuries ago by* Hindu surgeons. 
They were performed, too, under the influ- 
ence of anesthetics and with some sort of 
antiseptic precautions. It is related of King 
Bhoja of Dhar, who lived.about A. D. 977, 
that he was operated upon for severe pains 
in the head. After being rendered insensible 
by some form of drug he was trephined, 
the cause of the trouble was removed from 
the brain, and the wound was closed up.

OLLS have always held a warm, if | 


not the warmest, place in the hearts 

of little girls. In the most remote 

period children played with dolls. 
Every nation’s children, without excep- 
tion, have for centuries had their dolls. The 
little daughters of kings and princes and 
the children of the poor are united by a 
common bond—the love for dolls. which 
may differ widely in kind and quaxity, but 
which appeal with equal strength to child- 
ish hearts. 

After all a doll is a doll whether it is rag 
or wax, sawdust or bisque, home-made or 
manufactured, Out on the plains the In- 
dian child rocks her doll to sleep, seothed 
by the winds that sweep the prairies. In 
the depth of the desert the African child is 
not without a doll to love. Bast or west, 
north or south, .in civilized countries, in 
the lands of the wild nations, all the chil- 
dren play with dolls. Many curious speci- 
mens of them are seen, but that little trou- 
bies the smalt feminine populatioh.

On the sample secured in the Arabian dis- 
trict along Sherman street, between Harri- 
son and lk streéts, there was a great 
Med of germs. From the corner of a $1 

securéé In a saloon there enough mold 
eta of various kinds were secured to 
near rly overgrow the dish in which they were 
ured. Besides this there were several 
sentiion in the sample, and they showed 
in combination both a coccus and a bacillus. 
The coccus is what is known as “ staphylo- 
coccus pyogenes aureus,’ and had several of 
its relations and acquaintances growing 
with it, all wicked blood-poisoning germs. 
The bacillus was “ proteus vulgaris,” a 
harmless dirt organism. 

A 25-cent piece taken from the cash drawer 
of the box-office of McVicker’s Theater dur- 
ing the sale of seats for Joe Jefferson showed 
a. considerable growth of mold and ten col- 
onies of bacilli. The mold was a handsome 
but harmless kind. The bacilli were of two 
varieties, one short and thickset, nearly re- 
sembling those of consumption, while the 
other was long and link-like, strung in 
chains like sausage. The short qne was seen 
by Dr. Evans to be what is known as “ spore 
bearing,” that is, having the power of put- 
ting out little seeds, which are most hard to 
destroy, and. easily epread infection. This 
bacillus could not be located definitely with- 
out a further system of experiments, and 
was probably a deadly germ of some kind. 
The other was presumably harmless. 


All Kinds of Filth, 


A group of nickels received in change from 
a South Clark and Wallace street car con- 
ductor was rich in filth. The usual mold 
was there in large quantities, with at least 
two bacilli and two cocci, forming hundr 
of clusters of growing disease. Most deadly 
of the germs was the “* micrococcus tetrag- 
enous,”’ which forms always in groups of 
four. In the medical works it is stated that 
minute quantities of this coccus kill white 
mice in two to six days, while in the human 
system it is found in acute abscesses and is 
present in consumption, though not the 
cause of it. Besides this unpleasant oc- 
cupant this sample of money contained 
quantities of the *‘ staphylococcus,” just 
described, the ‘bacillus subtilis,” and a 
number of germs not definitely placed. 

The Italian district ts evidently rich in 
germs. From a comparatively clean-look- 
ing dime there no less than eighteen colo- 
nies and a huge bunch containing millions 
of individuals were found. The microphoto- 
graph taken of this sample shows merely 
the:mold, but besides it there were present 
nearly all the germs previously enumer- 
ated and in addition the well-known 
“ strephtococcus,’’ most violent and deadly 
of all blood poisoning organisms. 

It is a remarkable fact that the money 
secured in a pawnshop in South Clark 
street showed the greatest freedom from 
infection. A beautiful and harmless mold 
and a few colonies of the four-clustering 
coccus were all that were found, 

On the money secured in a saloon on Cus- 
tom-House place a number of cultures of 
the germs previously described was found. 
There were the usual mold, several kinds 
of cocci, and one bacillus, One dime, which 
was fairly new, showed the least number 
of germs of any of the samples chosen. It 
was photographed by way of contrast, since 
it had but two or three small cultures of a 
poisonous coccus. 

After the slides were submitted to a micro- 
scopic examination they were photographed 
with an enlargement of a thousand diame- 
ters by Dr. Peck. The results are shown 
in the illustrations, comprising pictures of 
one form of the mold, two or three kinds of 
cocci, and several varieties of bacilli, 


Wonders of Micre-Photography. 


Photographing germ cultures, and espe- 
clally photographing the germs themselves, 
is a new branch of the picture-taking art 
to the general public. Yet though little 
heard of it has been extensively practiced 
and has reached a high degree of efficiency 
and development. ‘There is no specialty in 
the photographic profession which requires 
more skill or more delicate adjustments, 
with the possible exception of astronomical 
work, and certainly none that requires such 
a range and variety of times of exposure. 

Dr. Peck, who photographed the samples 
of money fcr THe SUNDAY TRIBUND, has for 
several years made a special study of sci- 
entific photography. When the Roentgen 
rays first came into prominence he secured 
the necessary apparatus and since then has 
been remarkably successful in making 
shadow pictures, He has a laboratory and 
dark room in the Columbus Memorial Build- 
ing, and has frequently taken X ray photo- 
graphs and shown the negative within half 
an hour after starting on the work. Several 
of his results have been of considerable 
scientific importance. 

But it is necessarily at his home in 
Wheaton that Dr. Peck does his micro- 
photography. In Chicago the jar of the 
ground and buildings is much too great for 
the requisite delicate adjustments and ex- 
posures. Consequently the doctor has a 
room in his residence fixed up as a laboratory 
and in it he often secures remarkable nega- 
tives. He has several sets of apparatus 
to fit the variety of work met, and in the way 
of light has the electric are, acetylene gas, 
calcium light, Welsbach gas, and a special 
oil lamp. 

Looking at the results of Dr. Peck’s work, 
the problem of infection through money 
beginstotake oma realistic and personal hue. 
Thousands of frightful looking and really 
dangerous germs are seen to inhabit the 
coins and bills which are handled von- 
stantly on the streets and in the shops of 
this city. Given a slight abrasion of the 
skin which touches these commonplace bits 
of paper and metal, and the consequences 
which follow are likely to be serlous—per- 
haps fatal. Gloves on«the hands, an un- 
scarred skin, and continuous cleanliness are 
given by the medical men as the precau- 
tions which render the most deadly germ 
attacks of no avail. If these preventives 
were adopted universally the shoppiry sea- 
son now in its height would be much less 
of a menace to the public health. 

One lesson stands clearly above all others 
—money should not be put in the mouth.

Senson Is Fruitful of veipiiphe beth, 
Plaything-Makerw ArtDelle That | 
Sing Comic Songh—Use Is Made of 
the Recent Discoveries of Science— | 
X Ray and Kinetosecope Bear Their | 
Parts in This Year's Display of 
Novelties. 


HERE is a deal of hurry and bustle 
going on these day in the various de- 


partment stores of the city. Whole 
floors, acres in area, are filled with 
holiday toys; drums and dolls; miniature 
carts, fire éngines, and g thousand and one 
little knick-knacks that gladden the child 


heart at Christmas time. 

Wonderful, indeed, is the array of novel- 
ties on exhibition this year. Ht is bewilder- 
ing, a section of fairy dreamland translated 
bodily to dazzle the youngster’s mind. By 
far the oddest is an imported doll from Paris 
and toy steam engines manufactured in 
Leeds, Exgland. The Paris doll is a marvel- 
ous tmprovement on the old-time doll that 
could squeal its falsetto ‘papa’ and “mam- 
ma” by pressing a little spring with the 
thumb. ‘This doll actually sings a verse of 
the funniest little song imaginable, and it is 
almost ccmical to watch it sérew its tiny 
mouth and squint its sky-blue eyes while 
going through the performance. 

All this is accomplished by means of an 
Edison phonographic outfit fastened inside 
the doll’s anatomy and operated by a key 
which winds a spiral spring in turn connect- 
ed with the phonographic roll. Childreneft 
the poor cannot hope, however, ever to come 
into possession of this marvelous toy. The 
dealers 3ell the Parisian singing doll for $33. 

But there are other dolis—dolis whose eyes 
are just as blue and cheeks as plump and 
rosy as those of the wonderful d from 
Paris. Not the least amusing of these is the 
“nursing Chinaman.’’ The nursing China- 
man is a variation of yam © ee doll. It 
has the same almond eyes; same black 
brush for hair eombed straight aver its bul- 
letlike head.. But aside from these distin-. 
guishing characteristics:it has also the tong 
pigtail and in its tiny arms-4t-carries a regu- 
lation nursing bottle. You fill the bottle 
with water or milk, insert the mouthpiece 
into “ Chinky’s”’: mouth, press,the back of 
his Uttle head, and in threeor four gulps the 
Chinaman Will drain the bottle dry. It it 
at this stage of the proceedings that the fun 
begins. Just as you begin-to wonder where 
that long drink could possibly: have gone to 
the ened who is initiated into the mysteries 
of the nursing Chinaman, presses his thumb 
on “Chinky's’’ head again andthe Chinaman: 
becomes a fountain, a fine spray from the 
top of his head literally raining all over you. 

. Fashions in Dolls. 

The doll ‘fever this year has led toy dealers 
to dress these favorites of little girls into all 
sorts of known and imaginable costumes. 
Gay courtiers in silks and satins elbow Mex- 
ican vaqueros, North American Indians, and 
cowboys in buckskin and furs, Sallow- 
skinned Esquimaux sleep alongside swarthy 
faced Zulus. They are all as real ae in life, 
and it is wonderful to see the amount of in- 
genuity displayed in the dressing of these 
little ones. If you want a cheap doll, one of 
the kind that a rough child can kick and cuff 
about and not injure you can. get the knit 
or stuffed “‘ Aunt Marias.”’ They are rigged 
up in cheap calicoes and you can get them 
double-faced. That is, if tipped in one di- 
oe they appear as a certain type; if 

pped from the other end they are totally 
poodle These are the home-made articles. 

i is a strange fact, and frequently com- 
mented upon by dé@alers in toys, while Yankee 
ingenuity in devising novelties for the chil- 
dren far surpasses that of any other nation 
on earth, ho American has yet succeeded ir 
making bisque dolls anywhere nearly as 
satisfactory as those that are imported an- 
nually from Thuringia, Germany, Millions 
gf these dolls find their way into the markets 
of the United States each Christmastide. 
Our home-made dolls lack. the color, the 
plumpness of the Thuringiap article. 

* We have tried for years t produce a doil 


in every way the peer of the ported ones,” . 


said a déaler in toys, ‘but.somehow the 
youngsters Invariably sélect’ the’ othérs. 
Dolimaking is an art, and thp fact that the 
people of Nuremberg, uringia, and 
elsewhere in Germany have made dolls for 
generations may in a measure account for 
their great success. There is po doubt that 
ultimately we can produce just as good an 
article as they can.”’ 

Then, too, there is a fashion among dolls— 
whence or how it originated nobody knows, 
but wise is the toy dealer who takes that 
fact into consideration. This year’s dolls 
are all supplied with a wealth of hair, that 
can be coiled up or.braided, according to the 
style prevailing today. 

** You may remember that a couple of years 
ago short, curly hair was all the rage among 
the giris,’’ said a toy dealer, in speaking of 
these fashions. ‘‘ We had to order the mak- 
ing of our dolls accordingly. Long-haired 
dolls would not sell at all, while today the 
short, curly-haired ones would be a drug 
on the market. There is a fashion, too, as to 
the color of the hair, eyes, and cheeks of the 
doll. Blonde hair and blue eyes go together, 
and are by far the most popular. In the 
dressing, too, we must take into considera- 
tion the prevailing fashion of the hour.” 


New Applications of Science. 


It is but natural that the advance in sci- 
ence should in a measure be reflected in the 
manutacture of toys. For the first time this 
year the X ray has been applied to toys. 
Among the toys thus brought on the market 
is the diaphascope. This is a kodak sort of 
box with convex and concave lenses so ar- 
ranged that when a dark object is placed be- 
tween the eye piece and the light it appears 
diaphanous. For instance, the fleshy tissues 
of the fingers appear thin and mucilaginous, 
the chromatic aberration being such that it 
seems to show the bone distinctly. 

Another application of ‘this principle is 
given by another toy, called “‘the X ray.” 
This toy is made up of two small spools of 
wire magnetized. Between the s sisa 


space of about one-eighth of an inch, and 


here the object is inserted—a coin, a piece of 
wood, nickel, or any solid substance. When 
held before a strong light you seem to look 
clear through the dense mass. 

The laws of optics have also been applied 
this year in the manufacture of a new toy 
called the *‘ wheel of life.”” The wheel of 
life is simply made up of a circular disk cut 
at various intervals perpendicularly and 


mounted on a pivot. Strips of kinetoscopic 


pictures are placed inside the disk, which is 
then set in revolution. Seen through the 
perpendicular apertures the [llustrated ani- 
mals seem to leap, run, and gallop. Twelve 
strips go with each wheel, and their illus- 
trations represent, for instance, a monkey 


jumping hurdles, a fish swimming, a dancing 


couple, the boy’s game of leap-frog, and the 
like. The magic box is another new toy 
where the law of gravity combined with 
magnetism has been used. It is a circular 
box of iron about four to six inches in diam- 
eter. A small dry battery inside performs the 
function needed for the magnetic force, and 
the objects placed on the surface of tiie box 
are so balanced that once left on the top 
they begin to go through a series of most 
comical exercises. A Scotchman m kilts 
dances a reel, an acrobat leaps from place to 
place, a small triangle is set spinning at a 
vertiginous speed, and other performances 
are carried on. 
A New Game. 


Only one new game is introduced in the 
market this year. It has been dubbed 
“ Pillew Dex,"’ but just where the appro- 
priateness of the name comes in no one can 
eay. The manufacturers are down Bast 
Yankees, and judging from the number of 
sales made the game is likely to become 
very popular as a parlor amusement these 
long winter evenings. It Is so aimple that 
it almost appears foolish. The’ entire 
paraphernalia consists of a string, threaded 
through a number of square pieces of cork 


and a half dozen small rubber balloons. 


After you have chosen sides, the players 


are seated at a table, and the string with 


the corks {s stretched and fastened exactly 
in the center of the table. Thé balloone ate 
then inflated and floated above the table. 
Fach player is supplied with a small bamboo 
stick, and the object of the game ig to keep 
the balloons from landing on your side of 
the line.

BICYCLES FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


Manufacturers Are Planning for Minor 
Changes, but the General Appear- 
* ance of Wheels Will Not Change. 


Herewith are presented the results of a 
careful inquiry among makers of bicycles 
with the purpose of ascertaining what 
definite changes and tendencies are shown 
in the wheel for 1897. 

Experts agree that the rush to make the 
lightest possible wheel has come to a stand- 


little.time, there is likely to be a mote con- 
servative tendency in the matter of weight. 
Bicycles will be a trifle heavier than during 
1896. Strength and lightness cannot be com- 
bined beyond a certain degree, and the ex- 
perience of last year has pretty thoroughly. 
proved it. It would be premature to con- 
clude that the models thus far out area 
sufficient indication of the changes: which 
will be seen in the wheels of '97. It is ad. 
mitted that no marked changes are thus far 
visible; but those who lead the trade are apt 
to hold back'‘their modeis until it is too late 
for imitators to cupy them. 

A great deal hs been said of the forth- 
coming chainles, bicycle. Some-have gene 
so far as to say | 2at 25,000 of them may be 
in use next year; but those in the'best po- 
sition to know deny this, for the sufficient 
reason that there is not at present in the 
United States enough machinery of the 
right kind to produce twenty-five such wheels 
per day. But the experiments promise to 
be eventually fruitful. A machine -of- this 
kind has during the last year been ridden 
constantly in all weathers and under all 
practicable test conditions; and after its 
13,000 miles of wear and tear experts have 
reported favorably upon its feasibility. It 
is a matter, however, on which experts con- 
tinue to differ, some declaring that no ade- 
quate method of doing away with the exces- 
Sive wear of the gear has been discovered 
or is likely to be. On the whole there does 
not seem to be very confident expectation of 
immediately realizing a successful intro- 
duction of the bevel gear. 

. After much experimenting, it seems pretty 
well settled a larger sprocket wheels will 
be used in n year’s machines, with the 
result of greater ease in propulsion and bet- 
ter management of a higher gear. Those 
who have tried the larger sprocket are con- 
vinced that ig increases the wearing power 
of the machine as well as the comfort of the 
rider, and that it will do this while allowing 
a higher gear. They say that the seven- 
tooth sprocket must be discarded, and that 
an increase of the gear from the present 
average up as far as eighty-one is quite 
practicable. 

Improved Brake. 


An improvement of much value has been 
made by a new brake which dives away 
with the objections long urged against those 
now in use. It is quite certain that the new 
brake, which is a model of simplicity and 
efficiency, will be extensively used next year. 
It provides for that long félt want, a gradu- 
ated tightening, and is applied to the crank 
axle, the center of weight and power, thus 
avoiding the wear en thetire A spiral steel 
coil is. placed around the:>crank axle over 
all its length inside the bottom bracket, and 
to it is attached a4 light but strong steel 
chain which runs up inside the frame tubing 
and the front fork and connects with an 
arrangement in the grip. The brake is 
operated by simply turning the grip, and it 
can be applied or released without shifting 
hand or foot and without interfering tn the 
slightest degree with the convenience of the 
rider. All parts of the ‘brake are invisible, 
the only outward evidences of its existence 
being a button with a milled edge in the 
center of the handle bar and another @maller 
button flush with the cork on the inner sur- 
face of the grip. 

With regard to saddles, they vary in In- 
finitesimal particulars, just as hats dbo. 
Nothing new is reported which can be 
be called a decided advance. The tendency 
to shorten the pommel on the gaddles for’ 
women’s bicycles is still in force and will 
probably result in eliminating it as far as 
possible. 

Gear cases are likely to be brought into 
use. This will be quite a new feature. In 
England gear cases are quite the fashion, 
though cyclists on this side of the water are 
apt to urge reasons other than those of 
fashion for such a prevalent use in the old 
country. Damp, slush, fog, rain—all these 
are’present in greater profusion with the 
English rider. They keep the dust and dirt 
off the chain and eprocket wheel, decreasing 
friction and allowing a gain in speed, and 
will be constructed so as to be not only dust- 
proof, but leakage-proof. The interior is 
so arranged that chain and sprocket wheel 
revolve in an oil bath. 

Will there be something new in tires? 
Well, yes—1897 will see the first practically 
universal acceptance of the principle that 
‘‘roughening the tread” of the tire in- 
creases the safety and adds to the ease of 
the cyclist. Almost all the tires are going 
to be well roughened next year and they 
will also be a trifle heavier. The puncture- 
less tire has not made much headway in 
spite of the volumes of talk and large ad- 
vertising about it. ' 

Experts think that so far all att@émpts.to 
produce this variety have resulted unsatis- 
factorily. The heavier and more.“ puncture- 
less ’’ the material the less resilient it is 
sure to be, and that spoils it for general use, 


Cushion Frames Not Successful. 


Inventors have recently been sharpening 
their wits on the question o7 the cushion 
frame, but not with any markcd result. 
One or two makers are attempting to deviate 
from the accepted idea of the rigid frame by 
the introduction of the spring cushion 
principle; it remains to be seen with what 
success. This has been repeatedly tried from 
the beginning, but without much progress. 
In doing away with rigidity the liability to 
wear is increased and the steering of the 
bicycle is affected. 

There does not seem lo be much improve- 
ment promised in the construction of wom- 
en’s bicycles or tandems. They will differ 
but very little from those now in use. The 
combination tandem for man and woman 
has a decided weakness in its present make- 
up, and can only be adequately strengthened 
by constructing it throughout in ine same 
way as those built for men. One thing is 
certain, there will be an immensely in- 
creased output of tandems next year. Last 
year there was a great demand for tandems, 
but only a limited supply. The demand for 
next year will be fully met. 

Juvenile bicycles will undergo a marked 
change. Thus far tuey have been built too 
cheaply; inferior material and careiess work- 
manship have too-often affected the safety 
and comfort of the youthful rider. Manufac- 
turers have awakened to the true state of 
affaira, the physicians having also putina 
strong protest against the way things were 
going, declaring that bicycles for the young 
should be of fully as good, if not bctter, ma- 
terial than those built for their elders; and 
1897 will see thousands of juvenile wheels 
which in material and construction will be 
exact duplicates of those made for adults. 

With regard to finer finish and neatness 
of construction, there are several improve- 
ments to be noted. The new smooth or flush 
joint will undoubtedly replace those made by 
overlapping. It is constructed so that, by 
an interior connection, the jointure becomes 
invisible, especially after enameling. The 
connection is made by a thimble and gives 
unusual strength and lightness. Pedals alzo 
will have more finish than before. Scorchers 
and crack road riders will stick to the rat- 
trap pedal, as it holds firmer and 1s lighter. 
Wood will be more used in handle bars. 

The lamps will be better in minor details. 
One lamp will especially claim attention by 
reason of its successful adaptation of the 
principle of the locomotive headlight, includ- 
‘ing a glass chimnéy which creates the draft 
and admits for the first time of the use of a 
circular wick. Hitherto it has always been 
necessary -to use a flat wick. In other mat- 
ters of finish and detail, which are almost 
too minute for notice here, the machines 
for next year will show an improvement

IT MAY BE A METEORITE. 


STRANGE STON® FOUND IN CHICAGO 
NOW PUZZLING THE’ EXPERTS, 


Discovered Many Years Ago on the 
South Side, but Is Now Being Defi- 
nitely Tested by Prof. Farrington— 
History of How the Supposed Mes- 
senger from Space Was First Se- 
ecured—Thought to Be a Part of the 
Meteor of 1879. 


N one corner of the specimen room at 
the Hyde Park High School lies a large 
lump of iron, which is just now puzzling 
the experts as to its origin and constitu- 

tion. It is no new addition to the school 
museum, since it has been there ever since 
the building was constructed, but recent 
developments regarding the history of its 
discovery have once more opened the ques- 
tion of its identity, and elaborate tests are 
now in progress to settle once for all the 


origin of the curious mass. 
Whether it is or is not a meteorite !s the 


question which those working on the mat- 
ter would like to solve about this puzzling 
lump. Thus far the evidence of the finding 
of the object makes its identity with the 
shooting stars probable, but the expert opin- 
ion finds a fatal drawback in the constitu- 
tion of the stone itself, and the case appears 
to be disproved. As this expert opinion is 
from Prof. O. C. Farrington of the Field 
Museum, who is recognized as an authority 
on the subject of aerial bodies, it is more 
than probable the ultimate outcome of the 
investigation will be unfavorable to the 
sensation seekers. But if not a meteorite, 
the phenomenon of the arrival of the object 
into the community is a problem which ap- 


pears impossible of solution. 

In spite of the meteoric showers about the 
country during the last two weeks, when 
streaks of fire were seen in the heavens in 
some localities even in midday, Prof. Far-

rington has not had his collection of over 
350 specimens from outer space facreased 
recently, and has become interested enough 
in the late developments regarding the Hyde 
Park body to make several tests on the sub- 
ject. His conclusions are so.at variance 
with the testimony of the discovery of the 
supposed aerolitc, that he has ordered a 
complete quantitative test on the subject 
made. This will be finished in the course of 
a couple of weeks, and is expécted to settle 
the matter definitely. 
First im Illinois. 


If the mass now lying in the Hyde Park 
High School is really proven a meteorite, 
the discovery is of great importance sci- 
entifically and of considerable interest to 
the public since it will solve the vexed ques- 
tion of what became of the Chicago meteor 
of 1879. In the records of proven meteorites 
there is not one which has ever fallen in the 
State of Illinois. Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, 
and Missouri all have their precious lumps, 
which have become of great value as science 
has progressed. In Tennessee one section of 
the State was fairly strewn with the visitors 
from another world, while in Kiowa County, 
Kas., a Mrs. Kimberly found enough stones 
on her place to pay off the mortgage on the 
farm. But it is a scientific curiosity that 
Illinois, so far ahead in most things, has 
never given the world a genuine meteorite. 

The lump of metal over which the discus- 
sion is being held is a button-shaped mass 
weighing about 200 pounds. It is eighteen 
inches in diameter and about seven inches 
thick, one side being slightly concave and 
the other convex. In appearance it resem- 
bles a lump of slag or refuse from an iron 
converter, being a dull grayish color, and 
considerably rusted. Its interior construc- 
tion shows it to be largely pure metal, in 
small lumps, held together by a porous 
earthy matter Hke slag. But this curious 
constitution is enough like that of the ordi- 
nary meteorite to strengthen the belief in 
the extraterrestrial origin of the specimen. 

A meteorite was supposed to have fallen 
in Chicago April 9, 1879. It passed over the 
city in a blinding flash and explodéd with a 
leud report, falling, according to accounts, 
in a rain of fiery pieces over the South Side. 
This is the only authenticated case of a 
meteorite falling in Illinois, and no genuine 
portions of this aerial body are believed to 
have ever been found THE TRIBUNE of 
April 10, 1879, gives the following account of 
the phenomenon: 

Meteor of 18798. 


The lightning which accompanied the rain last 
night, or rather what is commonly called a ** bolt 
of it, created great consternation and caused con- 
siderab'e damage at two of the four corners of 
South Park avenue and Twenty-fourth street. 
At the time of the striking, what looked like a 
large ball of fire was seen to burst In the air. 
and to this was laid the blame by many. But 
the “ ball’’ was undoubtedly a meteoric stone. 
It seemed about as large as an ordinary tumbling- 
hoop and was surrounded by what had the appear- 
ance of smoke. The report was as loud as ffiat 
made by a ten-pound gun, and the concussion 
nearly threw one man off his feet. A shower of 
fragments fell on both the streets named, but 
hurt no one. The lightning ran into Downer & 
Bemis’ office and Co!. H. C. Nutt’s residence 
opposite simultaneously on a telephone wire. set- 
ting fire to the former and playing havoe with 
the glass in the latter. There was a quantity of 
paint, some carpet, etc., in the second story of 
the office, and the stuff was burning briskly before 
the people down-stairs knew anything was wrong. 
Passers-by on the sidewalk saw the flames an 
an alarm was given from station No. 124. About 
$200 damage was done to the building and furni- 

re. 
whe electric fluid. entered first the library of 
Col. Nutt, where his telephone was located. The 
ground wire, as is always the case, was attached 
to the gas bracket. The lightning, however, 1n 
stead of finding its way quietly to the earth, went 
on what might be called a spree, and, in following 
the gaspipe, was so reckless that it smashed 
everything in glass within and, apparently, out 
of its reach. The globes on the chandeliers in 
the parior'were displaced and splintered on the car- 
pet. The front windowpanes, on the first floor were 
blown into the yard and the fragments of the tran- 
som light over the door filled the vestibu'e. In 
the library the telephone wires were burned off, 
the walls were blackened in spots, and portions 
of the plaster were torn off, while the bookcase 
received a worse shaking up than an expressman 
would have given it on moving day. Even the 
goblets on the dinner table in the basement were 
broken. The crockery alongside was undisturbed. 
although the cook in her fright broke a plate. 
The gas meter was ripped up and the gas caught 
fire, but was quickly put out. A rough estimate of 
the damage was $150. 

The Colonel and Mrs. Nutt had a very narrow es- 
cape. Three minutes before their house was in- 
vaded in this summary way they were talking 
through the telephone with a friend on the West 
Side. Mra Nutt had just seated herself in the 
bay window in the adjoining room when she 
heard the noise, and, as it was, she experienced 
a shock from which she has not yet fully recov- 
ered, her left side—the one next to the window, the 
glass in which was also brokcn—feeling numb. 
Some are of the opinion that the meteor struck 
this bay window—it seemed to, from where they 
stood—but this is doubtless an optical illusion, 
since, if it had done so, the house and its in- 
mates would have known of it. Pieges of the 
meteor which were picked up resembled 
“‘ clinker,”’ or slag, and, white dark outside, are 
almost white in the center. The falling of a 
meteor and the striking of lightning at the same 
moment in the same place is of rare occurrence, 
but such a thing is known to have taken place in 
the past. Nothing out of the way occurred in any 
other part of the city. 

What Became of the Metcort 


The several closely succeeding issues of 
Tue TRIBUNE dwell at length on the re- 
markable occurrence, furnishing additional 
details. It was found later that none of the 
fragments picked up wasa genuine portion 
of a meteorite, and that the explosion was in 
reality a considerable distance away from 
where the lightning struck, possibly over 
the lake. What became of this meteor has 
always been cne of Chicago’s mysteries. 

As nearly as can be remembered, in the 
spring of 1883, George’W. Waite, a prominent 
surveyor, who laid out a large portion of the 
South Side of the city, discovered a mass of 
iron imbedded in the earth near what is now 


third street. He remarked about the matter 


| to his friend, D. Henry Sheldon, then re- 
siding at. the corner of Greenwood avenue 
and Forty-eighth street. Mr. Sheldon be- 
came interested, and decided the substance 
must be a meteorite. He went and looked 
at it, and then, finally dug up the supposed 
visitor from space and took it to his home.

“At that time—1883 or 1884—the property 
around that portion of the South Side was 


Greenwood avenue were used as pastures 
for cows and horses belonging to the neigh- 
boring residents, and about forty acres were 
entirely unoccupied there. It was in this 
large piece of vacant land that the metcor'te 
lay, There were several fragments of the 
body, scattered over the adjoining fields, all 
more or less imbedded in the ground. I chose 
the largest piece, which was the one after- 
wards given to the Hyde Park High School. 
What became of the others I have no idea. 
“The piece which I selected was several 
times larger than any of the others, and was 
imbedded about two feetinthe ground. The 
hole in which it lay was slanted toward the 
east, looking as if the body had struck from 
the West, while going at a high rate of speed. 


dog had been digging in the earth at the side. 
I became so convinced that the Tump of metal 
was a meteorite that I dug it up out of the 
ground with a spade and carted the heavy 
mass home in a wheelbarrow—a distance of 
five or six blocks. When I reached home I 
dumped it in my front yard at the turn of the 
drive, and there it remained for éeveral 
years. 
Mystery of Its Appearance, 

“If the lump is not a meteorite, as the ex- 
perts say, it is the greatest puzzle I know 
to tell how it came there. Supposing it is 
a plece of slag or refuse from a rolling mill— 
it seems incredible that it should ever have 
reached the position in which I found it. 
Between the South Chicago mills and our 
neighborhood were miles of swamp, and any 
one wishing to dispose of a piece of refuse 
P would never kave carried it a tenth of the 
way without finding a suitable spot to throw 
it in. . In the other direction were the North 
Chicago rolling mills, and they were as hard 
to reach by team as those on the South Side, 
since the whole of the city had to be trav- 
ersed. And, even if a man with a load of 
slag had reached Kenwood, he never would 
have traveled about a.forty-acre field drop- 
ping the pleces at irregular intervals and 
half burying them in the ground. It is one 
of the most mysterious vases I can imagine.”’ 

In 1886, while this supposed meteorite was 
keeping poor drivers from running onto the 
edge of the curved grass plot in front of Mr. 
Sheldon’s residence, a student in the Hyde 
Park High School who was just then deep 
in the mysteries of chemistry and astrono- 
my noticed the round stone and inquired of a 
neighbor what it was. On learning that it 
was believed to be a meteorite the youth 
consulted with Prof. Ray, then at thehead 
of the high school, and later applied to Mr. 
Sheldon. The result was the consent of the 
lattes’ to have the iron mass moved to the 
high. school, where it was installed in the 
place of honor in the natural history collec- 
tion. A number of amateur &ttempts to 
analyze small chips of the maSs were made, 
but no conclusive tests were accemplished 
As the students and teachers who were ac- 
quainted with the circumstances of securing 
the specimen gradually left the school the 
iron mass became unnoticed and was but 
little thought about. When the new High 
School Building was moved into the meteor- 
ite was taken along with the other speci- 
mens, but none knew what it was or whence 
it came. It is only in the last week that 
Prof. French, at the head of the school, has 
learned the history of this strange lump of 
iron. 

Prof. Ward’s Opinion. 

During the World’s Fair year Mr. Sheidon 
met his old friend, Prof. Ward of Rochester 
College. The latter was exhibiting at the 
Exposition his collection of meteorites re- 
garding which he is considered a_ national 
authority, and Mr. Sheldon at once decided 
to get his opinion on the specimen he had do- 
nated to the Hyde Park High School. After 
hearing the story and making an inspec- 
tion of the object Prof. Ward gave it as his 
opinion that the supposed meteorite was a 
piece of rolling mill slag. That satisfied 
the finder that he was mistaken in his sur- 
mise, and he let the matter drop. Since 
then the lump of iron has rested ingioriously 
in various places about the High School 
Building, unknown and unnoticed. 

A couple of weeks ago, in the recent in- 
crease of meteoric activity, Prof. Farring- 
ton was consulted regarding the Hyde Pa 
meteorite. He looked it over, took a small 
chip off one side, and departed to make tests. 
They were rather rough, but led him to con- 
clude the specimen was a piece of slag—the 
button of metal and refuse left in the bot- 
tom of a steel converter after emptying out 
the charge. He so reported and thought no 
more about the matter until after hearing 
the remarkably convincing story of the dis- 
covery of the meteorite. Then he made a 
more elaborate test with the fragment he 
possessed, but still was forced to the con- 
clusion that the object was not a. meteorite. 
Now, thoroughly aroused over the subject, 
he has ordered a complete quantitative test 
to be made of a eample to find out just what 
kind of slag—if slag atall—the lump is. This 
analysis, forthcoming in a few weeks, is 
expected to settle the matter definitely. But 
it will not explain how the lump of slag 
reached the bottom of a hole two feet deep 
at the corner of Forty-third street and 
Greenwood avenue thirteen years ago. 


It Lacks the Nickel. 


The tests on which hem og Farrington re- 
lies for the final decision of the genuine- 
ness of any supposed meteorite are two in 
number. Of course the sige, shape, sur- 
face, and general appearance of the object 
all count for considerable, but the ultimate 
test depends on two peculiarities. The 
specimen must show it contains a per cent 
of nickel, and also must possess the “ Wid- 
manstatten lines.’’ These latter are as in- 
tricate as their name. They are obtained by 
polishing a piece of the meteorite smooth- 
ly and then applying weak acid to the me- 
tallic surface. Under the action of the fluid 
the lines of crystallization appear as lit- 
tle etchings on the smooth surface. These 
lines, named after the discc~erer, are sup- 
posed to be an infallible ct. iificate of the 
genuine nature of the meteorite when they 
occur, but are not always present. The 
small per cent of nickel, however, fs ab- 
solutely essential to a scientific proof of 
the claims of any stone. 

Prof. Farrington. in summing up his ob- 
jections to the Hyde Park specimen, was at 
first inclined to find fault -with its form. 
But on learning there were other frag- 
ments of the mass he decided all together 
they might have represented the proper 
shave for a falling stone. The Widman- 
statten lines he had not tried to secure, as 
the piece he tested was too small to make 
the experiment of any value. But a quali- 
tative chemical test for nickel, made with 
a small fragment of the stone, failed to re- 
veal even a trace of the metal. This he 
considered as conclusive, for but one me- 
teorite in the world—and that one not defi- 
nitely proven genuine—has ever been found 
to be without at least some trace of nickel 
in its composition. But when the more elab- 
orate quantitative tests are finished, it fs 
hoved that if the object is not proven a 
meteorite. at least the kind of slag and 
nossibly the mill it came from may be de- 
duced from the results, thus throwing some 
light on the history of the strange specimen.

Perhaps 


adopted was to issue Treasury notes con- 


vertible at the pleasure of the holder into 
bonds.” More than $600,000,000 of these 
Treasury notes were issued within the next 


two years. 

Before the work could be begun on any 
large scale it was necessary to smuggle the 
paper and presses, the outfit fora large litho 
graphing establishment, and the men to run 
this establishment, through the blockade. ' 
Like most of their other supplies, the Con- 
federate leaders got these from England 
and brought them in by way of the West In- 
dies. How the task cf turning out from 
sixty to one hundred millions of paper mon-’ 
ey every week, which the Confederacy bad 
set for itself, was carried out forms an‘in- 
teresting chapter in the unwritten history 
of the Confederate movement, and is here 
eet down for the first time in the narrative 
of John Hodge, one of the few survivors 
of the group of young English printers and 
lithographefs brought to Charleston, 8. C., in 
1862 for the express purpose of making 
Confederate money. Mr. Hodge is now an 

citizen. Hig story follows: 

“In April, 1862, when I wag in my 24th 
year, I was working.in London for a large 
lithographing establishment. All England 
was greatly interested in the American 
struggle, and therefore we looked with cu- 

* rlosity at a man of distinguished appear- 
‘gnee, plainly an American, who visited our 
shop one day, and who was reported to be 
an agent of the Confederate States, engaged 
in purchasing supplies. Our interest was 
greatly increased when a story got about 
that the gentleman had purchased the ma- 
chinery for a large lithographing plant from 
our firm and was looking about for a number 
of young fellows to man this establishment, 
which was to be devoted to printing money 
for the Confederacy. 

“The prospect of pay and lively ad- 
venture was as attractive to me as it is like- 
ly_to ‘be to a young fellow of that age, and I 
went to the head of the firm with the request 
that he should nd me to our Amer- 
ican visitor. AS a result I was invited to 
visit Maj. s of Charleston, 8. C., at ‘his # 
hotel, and -wert to see him in company with 
ten other workers at my craft. We found 
the Major a very agreeable person, and the 
upshot of our interview was that we agreed 
to go to Charleston to work for the Confeder- 

ate Government. We got a promise of $20 
a week in gold and a liberal rate of piece- 
work pay, and each man, on signing his con- 
tract, received from £40 to £60 to pay the ex- 
penses of the journey. ‘

“ When we heard this announcement we 
yourgsters, the Confederate officers, and 
most of the crew dropped quickly over the 
ship’s side’ into the two boats and rowed 
away, but the Captain stuck dogg to his 
post..

" re were three establishments in 0- 
lumbia devoted to this business. One on 
that of Evans & Coggswell, of which firm our 
friend Maj.

They had seventy-five hand presses in their 
office, and printed notes of small denomina- 
tions, ones and twos, besides the thousands 
of cotton bonds which the Confederacy is- 
sued. The second was that of Keatinge & 
Ball, where ten presses were kept busy run- 
off copper plate impressions of the 

large denomination notes—100 and 500. The 
third establishment was that of Col. Blanton 
nean, where seventeen lithograph presses 
turned out the notes of the middle denomina- 
tions—five, ten, twenty, etc. The total 
capacity of all these presses a week, includ- 
ing the printing of bonds, came close to the 
100,000,000 mark, and during the latter part 
of and all of '63 they were kept going at 
top speed.

Method of Manufacture. 


“Each press was manned by three work- 
ers—one printer and two negro slave help- 
ers. ‘The printers, of whom there were about 
seventy-five in the town, were nearly all 
Englishmen, as were the designers also. The 
paper was manufactured in England and 
was stamped at the manufactory with the 
mark of the Confederacy, a small palmetto 
encircled by the words, ‘ Treasury: Depart- 
ment, C. 8, A.,” but the stones from which 
the bills were printed were prepared in Co- 
lumbia by the men brought over for that 
purpose. 

One form of laxness which cost the Con- 
federates a large amount of their paper notes 
was their carelessness in handling the un- 

“signed notes in the offices. - The printers 
were allowed to take these notes in any 
quantities they liked while at work, and one 
of the men got in the habit of carrying off 
five or ten sheets of ten, twentygor fifty-dol-

sary for him to commit forgery in signing

I un- 
dertook to do it and supply a nice little gift 
for each of the.fifty children invited for $10. 
And I did, and found that I had made about

is no reason why the gifts on a Christmas 
tree should average over 20 cents each. 

** Now, apart from the distinctive Christ- 
mas feature, shall I give you a few points for 
the givers -of- children’s parties? First of 
all, unless the children are almost grown- 
up, don’t give a dancing party. I have 
found out (that children @> not. as a rule, 
care for dancing merely for its.own e: 
they like it well enough in a ‘german’ oras 
part of agame. And there are always some 
who don’t’ know how to dance; end are con- 
sequently much out of it. Then again, don’t 
wait for all the guests to assemble... As soon 
as three or four have gathéred start in a 
good lively game that the others.can join in 
as they arrive.

“And finally? Finally, I very often tell 
them stories. They are likely to be tired and 
getting a little cross And I gather one or

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NAPOLEON’S CYPRESSES NEGLECTE 


. IN NEW YORK. 


Only Twenty-four of the Four Hun- 
% Area Trees Sent by the Khedive of 

Egypt as Tribute to Bonaparte Are 
Left—Titey Were Brought to Amer- 
ica After Waterloo by M. Jumel, an 
Admirer of Napoleon, and Planted 


on His Estate. 


‘1814 the Khedive of Egypt sent to Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, as imperial tribute, 
400 African cypress trees, that were to be 
planted in the gardens of the Tutleries. 

Twenty-four of those cypress trees stand in 
the segment of a circle about the mortheast 
corner of St. Nicholas avenue and One-Hun- 
dred and Fifty-ninth street. The afternoon 
sun throws their shadow across the back 
yards of a row, of flat houses. About their

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roots are the ash heaps, the weeds, the bat- 
tered tin cans, and the other sordid débris 
of'a city vaéant lot. "Twenty-four of them 
stand there; the rest, at one time or another 
in the last two generations, havé’ been cut 
down and dragged away to make fuel for the 
squatters of Washington Heights. The few 
that remain will follow all too soon unless 
private citizens or the proper city officials 
exert themselves to preserve these relics of 
the former historic glory of the ‘Harlem 
Heights. 

The land where the trees stand was for- 
merly part of the Jumel estate. Their his- 
tory was told by Mme. Jumel to her niece’s 
daughter, who is now Mrs. Julius H. Caryl. 
Mrs. Cary] lives at Caryl Station, on the New 
York and Northern railroad, in a house filled 
with relics of colonial New York and of Na- 
poleonic France. 

In 1315 Stephen Jumel was a merchant 
prince of New York. He owned a fleet of 
clipper ships that were kept busy bringing 
to this port the silks and brandies of France. 
When Napoleon surrendered himself to the 
English, after Waterloo, M. Jumel was filled 
with indignation. It became his highest 
ambition to go to Havre with.an American 


Napoleon away from the guards the allies 
had placed about My ; then to trust:to the 
Yankée clipper an Fainkes sailors.to prake 
sure that no vessels the allies could sénd 
in pursuit should ever overtake the august 
fugitive. Out of his¢trading fleet M. Jumel 
selected the Eliza ms the one most to_be 
relied upon for speed and as most fitted to 
become the temporary hoOme of him who had 
been Emperor. Thé,Eliza took M. Jume!l to 
Havre. He communicated with Napoleon, 
who, to the surprise and grief of the mer- 
chant, declined to enter into the scheme. 
It did not comport, he said, with the dignity 
of Napoleon I. to run away in a Yankee 
clipper from the consequences of his defeat. 
It does not appear from the traditions of 
the guard kept over Napoleon, on the one 
hand, or from Mrs. Caryl’s narrative on the 
other, just how the escape was to be brought 
about. It is just possible that certainty ‘of 
failure had much to do with the great cap- 
tive’s concerm for his dignity. . At any rate, 
the few friends who clung aboutvhim after 
the abdication were greatly touched by M. 
Jumel’s regard for him who had been their 
master. One of his aids gave to the mer- 
chant the great cylindrical iron trunk that 
the Emperor had carried with him through 
all his campaigns. Napoleon's carriage of 
state was also given to M. Jumel. In his 
pride ahd pleasure in these evidences of the 
esteem in which he was held by one whom 
he so.deeply revered, Stephen Jumel became 
indiscreet. He rode abroad in the chariot 
of the Bonapartes. The French Govern- 
ment descended upon him in its reinforced 
might, confiscated carriage and trunk, and 
placed the merchant himself under arrest. 
Mrs. Caryl did not care to dwell upon this 
unpleasant episode im the career of her 
grand uncle. 

‘‘Tt suffices,” she said, *“‘to say that his 
love for the Emperor caused him to be put 
under arrest, and that he had to call upon 
the American Minister for aid before he was 
released.’’ 

Discovers the Trees. 


He got the trunk back, but not the carriage. 
The trunk was sent to America in the EPliga, 
and is now the most notable relic among 
Mrs. Caryi’s memorabilia. M: Jumel re- 
mained in Paris for séeMeral months, and 
in the course of téme heard of the 400 young 
cypress trees that had been sent to Napoleon 
by the Khedive. He heard that. they were 
piled up in the gerdens ofthe Tulleries; they 
had not even been unpacked. from'the bales 
in which they were gathered, the. roots of 
each tree incased in clumps of the-soik from 
which they had been lifted. 

The moment attention was calfed to their 
existence there arose a great clamor for their 
destruction, along with all else that tended 
to remind France of the degradation which 
Napoleon had brought upon her.. Louis 
XVIII. himself became interested in their 
disposition. The sometime Comte de Prov- 
ence, in his newly assumed royal dignity, 
evolved the scheme of building a great bon- 
fire of the cypress saplings. It was to bea 
bonfire symbolic of the end of France's effort 
to stretch her rule over all the three conti- 
nents. M. Jumel suggested that he was will- 
ing to pay for them. In a very short time 
the impoverished government gave over its 
plan for a symbolic bonfire, and the cypress 
trees were sold to M. Jumel. They were 
brought to this country and safely planted 
near the gateway of the great Jumel place. 
They- were arranged as a hedge about a 
round fish pond. The pond itself had to be 
filled up after it had existed for only a year, 
because it was found t6 breed maiaria. The 
trees were planted very close together, and 
many of them died for want of room in which 
to grow. When the city streets were cut

Toboggan Coasting at the Chutes. 

A real Canadian snow and ice toboggan 
will be a feature of the winter amusement 
season in Chicago.

edge of a forest. with a distant view of Vienna 
between the trees. The center, three times as 
lar~e as the side pieces, depicts a cottage witha 
dying girl, a monk administering the sacraments, 
and a female figure in deep distress: in the fore- 
ground the Virgin and child; outside the cottage 
in the moonlight Beethoven is regarding the scene. 
The third contains Beethoven sitting at a piano 
and composing. while above him floats an angel 
with clusters of lilies. The center piece is signed 
**“M. 8S... 1837.’’ It is supposed by the proprietor 
that the composition was inspired by the C sharp 
Minor Sonata, but Schwind may have here re- 
produced some scene of the composer's life. 

With reference to the revival of ‘‘ Don Giovan- 
ni’’ in Paris, the journal Gil Blas publishes a 
letter addressed by Napoleon I. to his brother 
Joseph, in which politics and music are curiously 
associated. The date is Oct. 4, 1806, the Emperor 
being then, apparently, in Munich: ‘* My Brother— 
I start tonight. Events will become every day 
more interesting. It will suffice if you state in 
the Moniteur that the Emperor is in good health, 
that he was still, on the 12th, at Ludwigsbursg, 
and that the junction of the army with the 
Bavarians is effected. I heard yesterday at the 
Court Theater here the opera of * Don Juan.’ I 
suppose that the music of this opera is the same 
as that of the opera which was given in Paris.

GOooD FRUITS oF THE SALVATION 
ARMY’S DETECTIVE AGENCY. 
a 


Regular Department Is New Organ- 
ized and Commissiqned in Chicago 
—Aims to Find People Whe Have 
Disappeared from Friends and 
Homes in Any Part of the World— 


Pathetic Cases Which the Chicago. 


Corps Has Handled. 


wo Salvation Army soldiers in civil- 

‘fan's dress are searching Chicago 

through the districts where dwell the 

fashionables to the far end of the 
slums of the submerged tenth. They have 
been doing detective duty night and day for 
a week, now passing as house servants in 
search of employment and then as tramps 
who would avoid labor as the plague. 

These two men have been commissioned 
by the authorities at headquarters to search 
for five people supposed to be in Chicago 
and for whom anxious relatives in England 
are making inquiry. There is only one de 
partmemt of Salvation Army work which is 
carried on in secret. 

It is that of tracing people who have disap- 
peared so thatetheir relatives and friends 
may find them oncé again, or, at the worst, 
know what has befallen them. The army 
has always endeavored to do what it could 
toward reuniting members of separated fam- 
ilies; but it is only recently that the work has 
been thoroughly systematized and a special 
detective agency formed for the tracing of 
those touching whose whereabouts inquiry 
has been made. 

While the soldiers are endeavoring to find 
these five people who have disappeared from 
their homes in England, the rescue depart- 
ment of the Salvation Army, which has 
headquarters in Englewood, is searching the 
dark spots of the entire city for the daugh- 
ter of a California father, who wrote to Chi- 
cago last week in these words: 


Pathetic Request from a Father. 

**I know that my daughter is astray some- 
where in yourgreat city. No matter what 
she is or where she is, tell her that her 
father wishes her to come home; that she 
will be treated as though she never had 
left him, and that the future shall hold no 
further sorrow for her.” 

The intimation conveyed in this letter that 
the girl might be found in certain localities 
placed the work in the hands of the rescue 
band, and, armed with a complete descrip- 
tion of the girl and the mame which she 
bore in childhood, they are now probing the 
very depths of the sin spots of the city to 
find her for whom the father is waiting. 

Some of these letters which reach Chicago 
and pass into the hands of the Salvation 
Army detective department show that the 
writers in many instances have trusted to 
memory for the addresses which had been 
sent them by those who are now missing; or 
that the missing ones had purposely named 

laces as their residences which do not exist. 

here are streets named which are not down 
upon the list of Chicago thoroughfares. 
One address which came last week to head- 
quarters as the last residence of one of the 
missing people was this: ‘‘ Green street, 
Chicago Hill.” It may seem strange that 
what this might mean did not at once strike 
the Salvation Army people. But after a 
while, they figured out that it meant simply 
Chicago, IH., and that with the true English 
addiction for putting on h’s where they,are 
not intended to be the writer had turned the 
‘contraction for Illinois into Hill. 


How Trace Is Sometimes Found. 


At nearly every meeting of the Salvation 
Army an announcement is made that rela- 
tives in some far distant city are anxious 
to learn what has become of a man or 
woman whose name is given to the con- 
gregation aesembled, In this way many 
wanderers have been restored to their fam- 
ilies, but the great bulk of this work of 
restoration is done by the Help and Inquiry, 
or. as it is more frequently called, the De- 
tective, Department. The Salvation Army is 
at work tn forty-two different countrfes and 
colonies; has 3,000 mission halls open night- 
ly, controls fifty rescue homes, thirty cheap 
food depots, and a large number of night 
shelters, prison gate homes, and labor ex- 
changes, This network affords splicndid 
facilities for finding runaways, prodigals, 
and exiles of all gorts. 

Possibly one of the hardest problems which 
confronts its secret service department is 
what to do when one of its detectives reports 
that he has found a missing husband and 
father whose gentle wife has asked that hs 
come back and be forgiven living with a sec- 
ond wife and the head of a second family. 
Complications such as this are constantly 
arising, and that is why this department of 
the Salvation Army work is kept secret. 
What do they do in such cases may be 
asked. Well, they will not tell what they 
do, they are governed largely, of course, by 
circumstances, and it may be that they think 
it better that the wife in a far distant city 
be allowed to mourn one as dead rather than 
as unloving and unfaithful. 

Part Played by the War Cry. 

The War Cry, the organ of the Salvation 
Army, is published in eighteen languages 
and there are twenty-six different editions 
por The circulation is something like 

1,000,000 copies a week. In this paper there 
is a column given over to the “ lost and 
found” cause. Under that heading there 
appear weekly requests for information as 
to the whereabouts ofcertain people. These 
advertisements frequently bring about re- 
unions. Maj. Parker of the Salvation Army 
is now at headquarters in Chicago. He has 
had much to do with the secret service work. 
In speaking of cases upon which he has 
been engaged he said recently a man had 
been found in Boston after a careful and un- 
tiring search who had been lost to his friends 
for eighteen years, ‘‘ Let it ‘be . remem- 
bered,”’ said Maj, Parker, ** that 
when a man decides to lose himself 
and has succeeded in doing so for eighteen 
years he is persistent about it and gen- 
erally manages to hide his tracks carefully, 
We a short time ago ré@stored to his family 
in England after a lapse of thirty years a 
man who was stolen when he was a child 
6 years old. His mother had searched for 
him till her scanty purée was completely 
exhausted. The man himself had hunted 
for his mother, of whom he had a perfect 
recollection, though he did not know in 
what country his childhood had been 
passed. The mother inserted not long 
ago a little notice in the War Cry. An old 
Scotchman answered it, saying that fifteen 
years before he had known & young man in 
Chile, South America, who might be her 
son. That clew was given to the Salvation 
Army and we recently found the man in 
New Jersey and brought about a meeting 
between him and his mother.” 

The aim of the Salvation Army aside from 
simply doing good is, in this matter of re- 
storing lost ones, to help those who cannot 
afford to employ ordinary detective agencies. 
No cases are refused and tio charge is made 
for service rendered. The results, it is said, 
compare more than favorably with those 
achieved by private detectives who are well 
paid for their work.

As before stated, there were especial in- 
junctions for the removal of this cheerful 
greenery after Twelfth Day:

That so the superstitious find 

No one least branch there left behind. 

The evergreen decorations brought home 
of old with gleesome ceremonies, and dis- 
tributed later on by the holly cart, fore- 
shadowed those festivities inseparable from 
a season, sung by quaint old George 


Lo! now is come our gladdest feast, 
Let every man be jolly: 
Each room with ivy leaves is dress’ d, 
And every post with holly. 
Now, all our neighbors’ chimneys smoke, 
And _ blocks are burning, * 
Their ovens they with baked meats choke, ~ 
m And all their spits are turning. i 
Standard trees” in the city were for- 
merly ““nailed full of holme and tvy,”’ thus 
keeping up the external aspects of Christ- 
mastide was a pubfic concern.in the days of 
our ancestors. 

In the middle ages country folks enjoyed 
high revel at the preliminary ceremonial, 
anticipating the advent of merry Christmas- 
tide, thus following those traditions of Pagan 
times, by the Druids christened Yuletide, 
when mistletoe, which they named all-heal, 
Was carried in procession and laid on their 
altars, It is related that the ceremony of 
cutting the mistletoe was a solemn observ- 
ance with our ancient progénitors. 

* The damsel donn'd her kirtléwheen: 
The hall was dress’d with holly green; 
Forth to the wood did merry men go, 

_ To gather'In the misttetoe. 

The simple peasants flocked in crowds io 

join the processions, ih which the Druidical 


' priests were the foremost actors. The train 


was headed by the bards singing canticles 
and hymns, a herald preceded thfee Druids, 
furnished with implements—for the purpose 
of cutting the mystic plant—upright hatch- 
ets of brass, entitled celts, fixed to staves. 
Then followed the prince or chief of the 
Druids, accompanied by all his flock ard 
followers. The chief mounted the oak, with 
a golden sickle detaching the mistletoe, 
and ting it to the priests, who receiveii 
and bore the branches away with deep rever- 
ence; on the first day of the year the 
branches, after resting on the Druidica! 
altars in the interval, were distributcd 
among the people as a sacred and holy plant, 
the Druid priests crying “ the mistletoe for 
so new year.” 

any were the superstitions attaching to 
this plant; among the latter-day tharins 
tssociated with it, when suspended in a 


bunch in the servants’ hall, was the tra- 
ditionary and favorite observance of kissing 
the maids under the branches; the supersti- 


tion prevailing that the maiden who missed 


being heartily kissed under the-mistletoe at 
Christmas would forfeit her chance of early 
matrimony, and certainly not be married ip 
the ensuing twelve months. 
Another popular custom enacted that 
whatever female stood chanced to stand 
under it the young man present might claim 
the right-or privilege of saluting her, and of 
plucking off a berry at each kiss. It wouid 
seem that the berries must be quickly shorn 
in days when maids were sufficiently credu- 
lous to dread the consequences of missing 
these accustomed Christmas-like saluta- 
tions, to which religious fervor was imparted 
with the true spirit and zeal of devotion. 
Many a maiden’s cheek is red 
By lips and laughter thither led; 
And fiutt’ring bosoms come and go, 
Under the Druid mistletoe. 
The poet Gay has thus recorded the custom 
of employing evergreens at Christmas: 
When Rosemary and Bays—the poet’s crown— 
Are bawl’d in frequent cries through all the town; 
Then judge the festival of Christmass near, 
Christmases, the joyous period of the year! 
Now with bright holly all the temples strew 
With laurel green, and sacred mistletoe. 
Holly the rich, the cheerful, the hardy, 
with its bright red berries and vivid green 
and burnished leaves, has justly come infor 
a large share of admiration, and has duly 
been complimented by bards and poetasters: 
From ev'ry hedge is pluck’d by eager hands 
The holly branch with prickly leaves replete. 
Ahd fraught with berries of a crimson hue; 
Which torn asunder from its parent trunk, 
Is straightway taken to the neighbouring towns, 
Where windows, mantels, candlesticks, and 
shelves, 
Quarts, pints, decanters, pipkins, basons, jugs, 
And other articles of household ware, 
The verdant garb confess. 
Or according to another version: 
Spread out thy laurel and the bay 
For chimney piece and window gay; 
Scour the brass gear—a shining row, 
And holly place with mistletoe. 
An old-fashioned writer avers: “‘ Every 
holly bough and lump of berries with which 
you adorn your houses is a piece of natural 
piety as well as beauty, and will enable 
you to relish the green world of which you 
show yourselves thus not forgetful.”

In the drawing by G. G, Kilburne “ Snow- 
balling the Watchman; a Christmas Frolic 
in the ‘Tom and Jerry’ times,” an episode 
of this nature is depicted, the young bucks of 
the Regency period, already elevated by 
‘‘eustomary toasts,’’ relieving their ex- 
hilarated spirits by playfully bombarding the 
night consables with snowballs. 

Curiously enough in a copy of “ Christmas 
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Aithoagh, I know, he’s black as sin,

mas and happy New Year; as part of their 
feast, Yule dough or Yule cakes were con- 
sumed: these bore impressed figures in the 
shape of an image—sometimes they were 
made in the form of an infant, nor was the 
manger overlooked. 

The accompaniments of bowls of frumenty, 
made from wheat cakes boiled in milk, with 


while the mighty wassail bowls and the 
tankards of spiced ale of superlative quality 
reserved for this anniversary were important 
factors in the enjoyments. 

Another employment for the log ere its 
conflagration was provided by the old Christ- 
mas gambol of drawing ‘“‘ Dun out of the 
mire,”’ an ancient institution often men- 
tioned, as in the ‘‘ Towneley Mysteries ": 

Bot if this draght be welle drawen Don is in the 
myre, 

The Yule stock, drawn into the middle of 
the floor, became “‘ Dun, the cart horse,”’ for 
the nonce: the cry was raised that he had 
“stuck in the mire: 

Tf thou art Dun, we'll draw thee from the mire® 
Of this (save reverence) love, wherein thou stick’st 
Up to the ears. 

Two of the company, 
ropes, advanced te extricate Dun; after 
various real dnd fefgned exertions they 
called fot more help, until all present were 
mixed up in the rough and tumble exe :ion; 
the fun arose from the horseplay of the rev- 
elers, falling about. and contriving to rell 
or drop the log on each other's toes; this 
was kept up with hearty enjoyment until, the 
fun being exhausted, “Dum was drawn 
out ”’: 

I see I am born to draw Dun out of the mire for 
you, 

Thus in the “Woman Hater,” by Beau- 
mont and Fletcher: 

Dun's in the mire, get out again how he can. 

In “* Romeo and Juliet” Mercutio ob- 
perves to Romeo: 

Tut, Dun’s the mouse, the constable’s own ward— 
If thou art Dun, we’'li draw thee from the mire. 

After the endless amusement afforded by 
the Yule games, the log was kindled to 
cheer up the hearts of the revelers and to 
defy the cold. The firing was to be accom- 
plished, according to traditional usage, from 
a portion of the charred Yule block carefully 
preserved from the preceding Christmas for 
this purpose: 

Kindle the Christmas brand, and then 
Till sunneset let it burne: 

Which quencht, then lay ig up agen, 
Tul Christmas next returne. 


Part must be kept, wherewith to teend 
The Christmas log next yeare: 
And where ‘tis safely kept. the fiend 
Can do no mischief there. 
We are told that a similar custom was re- 
tained in other countries entitled the Souche 
de Noel. 
The huge logs were not consumed ata sin- 
gie festivity. It is méntioned that among 
the servants and farm hands in Norfolk, 
where these Old World custome were kept 
up as long as any part of the block remained 
unconsumed, all were regaled at their meals 
ee the best and strongest cider in the 
cellar. ;

The *‘ Waits’”’ were 
regular institutions; 
originally drawn 
from the watch, 


Old-Time 
Waits. these bands in the 
course of time. be- 


came trained musicians; the earlier troops 
of minstrels, playing the pipe or hautboy, 
kept watch at night, and made bon guet at 
different chamber doors. Mention is made of 
their excellent skill in wind instruments, 
their rare cunning on the viol or violin, and 
the quality of their vocal powers, being suf- 
ficiently proficient singers to serve as chor- 
isters in any cathedral. The repertory in 
past times for the most part consisted of old 
romances or historical traditions, such as the 
exploits of ‘‘ Sir Bevis of Southampton,” 
“St. George and the Dragon,” *‘ Guy of 
Warwick,”’ ‘“‘Clymm of the Clough,” “ The 
Tale of Sir Topas,’’ and similar legendary 
verses for the popular recreation at Christ- 
mastide. The waits were also accustomed to 
lend their musical assistance for the Christ- 
mas plays, masques, mummers, mysteries, 
miracle plays, and kindred amusements, 
held at palaces, courts, at the Inns of Court, 
and the residences of the nobility, to keep 
up the traditions of the festive season. 
Mumming, plays, carol singing,. and the 
waits all ended in an appeal to ‘ the box "’; 
appropriately enough these 
were invited for the regulation ‘‘ Christmas 
Box,” literally a money box; thus in the 
epilogue spoken by ‘“‘ Father Christm@s’”’ 
asa “‘tag’”’ to the *“‘ Christmas play of St. 
George and@ the Dragon ”’: 
Now, ladies and gentlemen, 
ended, 

So prepare for the box, 
mendéd, 

The box it would speak if it had but a tongue: 

Come, throw in your money, and think it 
wrong. 

As used by retainers, servants, journey- 
men, apprentices, dependents, and the like, 
these boxes were frequently clay of earthen 
receptacies, with a slit to receive money, 
and were broken after the collection was 
brought to a conclusion. The modern ver- 
sion of levied contributions, authorized on 
Boxing cay, has the venerable precedent of 
this Christmas custom, of which the name 
thus survives to later generations. 

The waits and other wandering minstrels, 
whose .melodious canticles gave a musical 
turn to Christmastide, were associated with 
wassailing: . 

Bryng us in good ale, and bryng us in good ale 

For our blyssed Lady sake, bryng us in good ale. 

The above ancient wassailing cry, the 
burden of one of the wait’s invocations, ap- 
plies to the well-observed practice, ‘‘ Christ- 
mas broached the mightiest ale.”’ when the 
strongest was brought forth, for the Christ- 
mas waits and minstrels always expected, 
among their traditional rights, a blackjack 
of ale and a Christmas pie. 

Coming down the stream of time the waits 
became an institution apart, with their 
medal, and verses, as a proof of their authen- 
ticity, taken round to the neighboring 
houses they had serenaded with their “ hul- 
labies.’’ A picutre of these faithful minstrels 
is given taking needful refreshment at a 
night stall between their exeritons.

and plenty, are found in the evidence of ‘the 
markets and shops, displaying their abun- 
dance of provisions of every description, re- 
lieved against a background and setting of 
cheerful greenery. 

The characteristics of a London market 
on Christmas eve are given in the drawing 
by J. C. Dollman, R. I. The epoch repre- 
sented refers to the beginning of the century. 
Says a writer of somewhat later date: 

“Symptoms of the returning season of 
Christmas and its festivities are approach- 
ing, for the rustics are standing at the streeg 
corners with boughs of clustering berry 
holly with pointed leaves, glossy laurel. and 
pink-eyed lauristina; the cheesemonger 
perks a dainty sprig of evergreen in the 
center of his half butter tub, and hangs the 
griskins and chines at his door posts: the 
show of overfed beasts is advertised, and 
graziers and come-up-to-town farmers loiter 
here to see the prize cattle and prizes ad- 
judged to the best feeders; butchers begin to 
clear all obstructions and whiten their 
shambles and strew sawtlust on the pave- 
ment and in the avennes to the scales and 
little counting box in which sits the female 
accountant, ‘ brisk as a bee,’ and full of the 
‘ready-reckoner.’ Pew-openers now have 
leave of their church wardens to buy qugn- 
tum sufficit of yew, laurel, holly, and other 
evergreens, to tie in bunches to the sconces 
ami interior parts of churches; watchmen 
now veer forth early at noon, with lanterns 
at their breasts, though it would be difficult 
to read the secrets deposited within; poul- 
terers are early at’ market and their shops 
are filled with poultry in a state of nudity 
and death The charms of Christmas give 
temporary bustle to most classes of trades- 
men; the greengrocer is decorating his haif- 
glazed windows with his best fruits and 
most attractive edibles, which are served 
as luxuries rather than as generous enjoy- 
ment; and his sly daughter takes care a 
certain branch of the business shall not be 
forgotten—I allude to the mistletoe.” 

Here is a note from the past, though but 
a century old, the figures given as remark- 
able at that time, are now only significant of 
the rapid expansion of the London market, 
and the consignment of turkeys which in 
those days supplied the town, on what was 
judged a lavish scale, would barely furnish 
the requirements of one poulterer at Christ- |

mas time, amongst the thousands of sim#lar 
dealers, not to mention markets, In the pres- 
ent metropolitan aréa. 

*“ Pray*remember that it isa Christian cus- 
tom from time immemorial to send and re- 
ceive presents and congratulations from 
one friend to another; and, could the number 
of baskets that enter London at this season 
be ascertained, it would be astonishing: ex- 
clusive of those for sale, the number and 
weight of turkeys only wou'!d surpass be- 
lief, From a historical account of Norwich 
it appears that between Saturday morning 
and the night of Sunday, Dec. 22, 1703, 1,700 
turkeys, weighing ¥9 tons 202 pounds, value 
£680, were sent from Norwich to London; 


and two days after half as many more.”’ 
The preparations for the Christmas feast 
in earlier tinves were on a more Gargantuan 
scale, for though the population was smaller 
the prolonged festivities extcudi:g over the 
twelve days of holiday demanded more ex- 
tensive suppiies. “‘ Now,” seys Stevenson 
in his Twelve Months, 1661, ‘“ capons and 
hens, besides turkeys, geese, ducks, with beef 
and mutton, must al! die; for in twelve days 
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capital, am order was made directing the 
gentlemen of Norfolk and Suffolk to leave 
London before Christmas and repair to thelr 
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a multitude of people will not be fed with a 


little. Now plums and spice, sugar and 
honey, square it among pies andbruth. Now 
a journeyman cares not a rush for His mas- 
ter, though he begs his plum porridge all 
the twelve days. Now, or never, must the 
music be in tune, for the youth must dance 
and sing to get them tn a heat, while the 
aged sit by thefire. The country maid lcaves 
half ber market, and must be sent again /f 
she forgets a pack of cards on Christmas 
eve. Great is the contention cf holly and 
ivy, whether master vr dame wears the 
breeches; and if the cook do not lack wit, he 
will sweetly. lick his fingers.’’ An earlier 
writer leaves the admonition: 

At Christmas be mery, and thanke God of all; 

And feast thy poor neighbours, the great with the

In “ Round About 
Our Coal Fire: or 
Christmas Entertain- 
ments,’’ a rare little 
book pubilshed! about 
the middle of the 


Keeping Up 


the writer, contrasting 
of his own times with those which 
prevailed a hundred years earlier, de- 
plores two centuries and a half nack the 
degeneracy of Christiam customs. at that 
date rapidly falling away from the hearty 
hospitalities and grandiose scale of feast- 
ing which marked the glorious days of the 
Elizabethan era. He writes: 

“The mammer of celebrating this great 
course of holidays is vastly different now to 
what it was in former days. There was 
once upon a time hospitality in the land. 
An English gentleman, at the opening of 
the great day, had al! his tenants and neigh- 
bors enter his hall at daybreak. The 
strong beer was broached, and the black- 
jacks went plentifully about, wiih toast, 
sugar, nutmeg, and good Cheshire cheese. 
The rooms were embowered with holly, ivy, 
cypress, bays, laurel, and mistletoe, and a 
bouncing Christmas log in the chimney, 
glowing like the cheeks of a country milk 
maid. There was the pewter, as bright as 
Clarinda, and every bit of brass as polished 
as the most refined gentleman, The serv- 
ants were then running here and there, with 
merry hearts and jolly countenances., Every 
one was busy welcoming of guests and 
looked as snug as new-licked puppies. The 
lasses were as biithe and buxom as the 
maids in good Queen Bess’ days, when they 
eat sirloins of roast beef for breakfast, Peg 
would scuttle about to make a toast for 
John, while Tom run harum scarum to draw 
a jug of ale for Margery.’’ ‘‘ In these times 
all the spits were sparkling, the hackin 
(plum pudding) must be boiled by daybreak 
or else two young men took the maiden by 
the arms and rum her round the market 
place till she was ashamed of her laziness."’ 
“This great festival was in former times. 
kept with so much freedom and opemmess 
of heart that every onein the country where 
a gentleman resided possessed at least a 
day of pleasure in the Christmas holydays. 
The tables were all epread, from the first 
to the last, with the sirloyns of beef, the 
minced pies, the plum porridge, the capons, 
turkeys, geese, and plum puddings were all 
brought upon the board, and all those who 
had sharr stomachs arid sharp kuives ate 
heartily and were welcome, which gave rise 
to the proverb: 

Merry in the hall, where beards wag all. 
There were then turnspits employed, who, 
by the time dinmer waS over, would look 
as black and as greasy as a Welsh porridge- 
pot, but the jacks have since turned them 
all out of doors. The geese, who used to be 
fatted for the honest neighbors, have been 
of late sent to London, and the quills made 
into pens to convey away the landiord’s es- 
tate. The sheep are drove away to raise 
money to answer the loss at a game of dice 
or cards, and their skins made into parch- 
ment for deeds and indentures.

Sevy- 
eral of the gentry are gone down to their 
respective seats in the country in order to 
keep their Christmas in the old way and en- 
tertain their tenants and tradesfolks as their 
ancestors used to do, and [f wish them a 
merry Christmas accordingly.”

Boar’s Head. to table by our fore. 
fathers at great 


Christmas feasts was the boar’s head. 
Great state and ceremonial marked 
“the chief service,’ there were musicians 
and trumpeters to precede the procession, 
huntsmen with boar spears and drawn faul- 
cions, and pages carrying mustard. In 1170, 
at the coronation of his heir, King Henry IL. 
himself ‘“‘served his son at the table as 
sewer, bringing up the boar’s head, with 
trumpets before it, according to the man- 
ner.”’ 

The dish was at Christmas ushered in with 
special solemnity, the head and silver plat- 
ter garnished and garlanded with rosemary, 
and carols intoned in its honor to psalm 
tunes: 


At the begynnyng of the mete, 
Of a borys hed ye schal hete, 
‘ And in the mustard ye shal wete; 
And ye shall syngyn or ye gon. 

These ‘* Boar’s Head Carols” were obvi- 
ously of the nature of canticles; here is one 
sung at Queen’s Collége, Oxford, set “* to the 
common chant of-the prose version of the 
Psalms in cathedrals ’’: 


A CAROL—BRYNGYNG IN THE BOAR’S HEAD, 
Caput Apri defero 
Reddens laudes Domino. 
The bore’s head in hande bring I, 
With garlandes gay and rosemary, 
I pray you all synge merely 
Qui estis in convivio. 


The bore’s head I understande, 
Is the chefe servyce in t\is lande 
Loke wherer it be fande 

Servite cum Cantico. 


Be gladde, lords, both more and lasse, 
For this hath ordayned our stewarde

Just as the introduction of mince piles and 
yule ca hed a religious origin and sig- 
nification, so the boar’s head at Christmas 
time was ingeniously made to associate with 
the primary motive of Noél, the celebration 
of the Holy Nativity:

CHRISTMAS WITH KO DINNER, ¢ 


T has been said by a Chicago writer of 
great reputation that the poverty in this 
city is red rather than black. By this 
he meant that the squalor, the wretch- 
- edness, and the hunger were directly the 

outcome of the vices of the victims. Many, 

- he declared, lived in dirt and in squalid sur- 
_ vYoundings by ehoice; that they preferred 
- drink to food and received with suspicion, 
when they were receptive at all, any ad- 
_ ¥ances made in the direction of the ameliora- 
tion of their condition, According to this 

writer there were but few of the worthy 
_ moor in the limits of the great city. This may 


have been true in the days of prosperity 
when the conditions were reviewed by him 
who touched on the subject. There was 
work then for the asking and none but the 
infirm among the willing were compelled to 
go hungry. 

It is vastly different now. There are thou- 
sands and thousands of the worthy ones in 
Chicago this year who will go without their 
Christmas dinner. There are districts which, 
on a map of the city’s poverty places, should 
still, perhaps, be marked with red. But 
there are many more now than then to be 
shown in black. Those who dwell in the red 
precincts will get their Christmas dinner. 
They are of the kind who push forward to 
the feast which charity spreads and care 
not that their low condition bears the im- 
print of being self-inflicted. i 

Charity will. go to seek out the worthy 
poor who have not come at her call; but she 
will turn away at times perplexed at the 
denial bred of pride which to thé last dire 
extremity of worthy want goes hand in hand 
with hunger. 

In Sto days following the hard times of 
the past poverty has not always a fixed 
dwelling place. There are deserving men 
today in Chicago who are in the condition of 
tramps, and who will shun until everything 
else fails the door of the charity distributing 
agencies. Men will be passed on the city 
streets by the score next Fridey whose ap- 
pearance would be an appeal for the hand of 
the kindly inclined to seek the pocket were 
it not for the fact that back of the mere ex- 
ternals there is something in the passers’ 
demeanor Which forbids the act. Worthy 
they are to the last degree. Hungry they 
are, and foot sore from the unceasing jour- 
neyings in the search for work, and heart 
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alms of others and’ give them where they 
are needed have the pleasure ef being wit- 
nesses to tWe genuine gratitude which lights 
up the eye and finds utterance in heartfelt 
thanks. 
and to the left without questioning the 
worthiness of the recipients would bul com- 
bine a little work with their lavish giving 
they could experience the two-fold pleas- 
ure of which the members of the society 
spoke, and could, at the cost of a little effort, 
save from suffering, and perhaps from even 
worse, many of the little ones to whese 
hovel homes there will otherwise come no 
Christmas cheer. ) 

The tramp who tramps because he Hkes to 
tramp and who eschews work and soap be- 
cause they are alike abhorent to his-ideas 
of a well-ordered world éught not to be dis- 
regarded utterly in the words written about 
those who will have no Christmas dinner. 
The tramp deserves a bit well of the people 
for he furnishes them with almost endless 
amusement, The multitudinous tales of the 
tramp have an individuality of their own as 
marked as that of their subject. He is the 
one dirty, careless, poverty-stricken nomad 
who seems to be everlastingly happy. He 
will have no Christmas dinner because long 
before the dining hour he will have secured 
a Christmas breakfast of a variety and size 
great enough to satisfy for twenty-four 
hours even the void of a tramp’s stomach. 
Then he will burn some newspapers in the 
corner. of a closed box car, and after well 
heating the floor will lay him down to sleep 
and to dream of the cold turkey breakfast 
which another sympathetic housewife along 
the road will supply the next morning. 

There is another class which will have no 
Christmas dinner. It is made up of those 
whose hearts are shut to sympathy an® 
whose Hves are hard. It was a Salvation 
Army Captain last week who said: ‘‘ There

There is a big kitehen down in the jail 
limits, and for two days the cooking capacity 
of the department will be tested to its ut- 
most. The building is full of prisoners and 
they are all to be disappointed in not re- 
ceiving as a Christmas present the new 
addition to their bastile, which, according 
to contract, should have been finished and 
thrown open for their reception during thie 
holiday week. [t may be that the Sheriff, 
whose charges the prisoners are, and the 
jailer, who, under the Sheriff, is a sort of 
subsuperintendent, feel what a disappoint- 
ment it is to their guests that they are not 
fo be allowed oe parens of their Christmas 
dinner In new and clean surroundings. Per- 
haps it is on account of this knowledge that 
the feast of Christmas is to be a better one 
than is usual behind the bars, 

They are not talking of much else over at 
the jail now, and there is a touch of expecta- 
tion in the pallid countenances of the pris- 
oners Which makes a person glad it has 
been ordained that anticipatory pleasures 
are aS great almost as those of realization. 
It would be about as interesting a piece of 
information as could be obtained to secure 
a list made out by some one known to be 
an infallible mind-reader and which should 
contain in one column the list of the inno- 
cent and 
would doubtless be many—the names of the 
guilty in that crowded and not overclean 
brick building with its barred windows. [It 
would be an experience worth the having 
for a person to put himself absolutely, mind 
and body, into the piace of one of the inno- 
cent and then into the place ef one of the 
guilty in order .to determine positively 


whether a troubled conscience interferes in 
any way with the pleasures of the table and

Many men and women are in the habit of 
giving indiscriminately, saying to\ them- 
selves that it is far better that nine unde- 
serving ones should receive help than that 
one deserving one should go hungry. To this 
problem of the hungry parent and the fam- 
ished child those thus charitably inclined 
may find the answer for themselves. One of 
the world’s great organized societies for the 
purpose of doing good has told those who 
contribute for the relief of the sick and help- 
less whom it seeks out that there is more 
pleasure a thousand fold in the distribution 
of the things contributed than there is in the 
contributing itself. Those who take the

The Christmas dinner for the jail prisoners 
will be turkey, cranberry sauce, celery, 
mashed potatoes, pie, and some other good 
things: The men will eat it in their cells, 
and then they will be given the freedom 
of the corridors and a chance to exercise in 
order that the unaccustomed amount and 
variety of the good things consumed may 
not send the majority of them to the sur- 
geon’s sick list. 

Every man who has been in the jail for 
a week. gets what is called the jail patlior, 
It is a hard thing to understand, but jail 
architects have a habit of making most of 
the window exposures at the north end of 
the structures. There are some windows on 
the suuth side of the Chicago jalfl, but the 
big Court-House looms up and shuts out 
the sun. The exterior of the old building 
is forbidding enough to make it seem prob- 
able that no self-respecting rays would care 
to penetrate the place. But the sunshine, 
like the rain, falls alike on the just and the 
unjust, and, if given half a chance, the sun- 
light would penetrate the damp, dismal 
place and be as welcome to the imprisoned 
ones as the Christmas dinner itself. 

There are those in the County Jail who on 
Friday next wili eat the last Christmas din- 
ner which shall be placed before them on 
this earth. One of these men is the happi- 
est. prisoner in tho jail, according to one 
who has been trying to guide him to a 
knowledge of the Child whe was born in 
ethlehem of Judea and the infiuence of 
whose lowly life is strong eneugh through 


of Eden. The Lincoln Park tigers will take 
their extra meat on Christmas day, vouch- 
safing nothing more than a grow! at its re- 
ceipt. The growl will be expressive of a 
deep-seated discontent that the beef is not 
the carcass of a good fat Hindoo, which was 
the piéee de résistance of every hviiday meal 
of their jungle ancestors. 

There are three lion cubs in the Lincoln 
Park zoo, and they are just at the weaning 
stage.
